Injuries to 
Fireman Fatal 


Frederick A. Nelsen, Jr., of Atlan- 
tic, who was one of the firemen in- 
jured in the fatal accident early on

“Quincy Man Heir 
To $200,000.00 


A Quincy man is in good luck ac- 
cording to a story in the Herald. By 
the death of a relative in Engiand, 
Victor Delamere, cobbler, whose small 
shop is at 409 Neponset avenue, Dor- 
chester, has become heir to an estate 
worth about $200,000. Until a few 
years ago Delamere lived in Dor- 
chester. He now lives in Quincy at 
239 Hancock street, Norfolk Downs. 

Several months ago John’ Tarry, 
uncle of the Dorchester shoe repair- 
er, a retired prospector, sheep raiser 
and miner, died intestate on his es- 
tute, “The Tarry,” adjoining the 
estate of Earl Spencer, at Northam- 
tonshire, England. He left a sister, 
Mrs. Saffire York of London, a cousin, 
Miss Sarah Anna Terry of Kingston 
and Delamere. 

On the death of Tarry, 
prominent London attorneys retained 
by Miss Tarry began to search for 
Delamere, it being known to them 
that the latter was alive and well in 
America five years ago. Several days 
ago Delamere was paid a visit by 
a Boston representative of the Lon- 
don attorneys and at once got 
touch with his relatives, 

The last time I saw my uncle 
John—Tarry, I mean—was about 20 
years ago,” said Delamere to a Herald 
reporter last night. He was then 
about to leave for Australia. I after- 
ward learned that he became 
‘squatter’ on his arrival there and 
staked off six miles of land. He 
raised sheep for many years, selling 
the wool in all parts of the world. 
Then gold was. discovered on his 
land. He gave up the sheep raising 
and became a full-fledged miner. 

“When did he retire? Well, the 
lawyer who called on me the other 
day said that he has led a retired life 
for 10 years, whatever that means. I 
was told that between $135,000 and 
$225,000 is due me. I expect to 
leave for England in a few weeks. 

Delamere was born in Northamp- 
tonshire about 65 years ago. He 
learned shoemaking in his native 
town, and with $800 came to America 
July 8, 1887. Ambitious to get rich 
quickly he invested the whole amount 
in a North Carolina quartz mine, he 
told the reporter. The mine proved 
a failure. 

Going to Oniario, he opened a shoe 
repairing establishment, but, hke the 
Carolina mine, the venture also turned 
out a failure. Undaunted, he came to 
Dorchester and opened another shop, 
from which he has managed to eke

ARE OUT 


National Board 
Woold Not Let 
Them Accept 
Terms Offered 


While the Granite Cutters’ 
and manufacturers have 
agreement whereby their difference 
shall be referred to the National 
board, the quarrymen and polishers 
are still at loggerheads, and the men 
are not working today. 

There about 500 quarrymen 
and 300 polishers including lumpers. 

The quarrymen who, have been re- 
ceiving 26 cents per hour minimum, 
made a demand for 30 cents per hour 
minimum. The manufacturers offered 
an average wage of 28 cents. This 
the National board of the Union re- 
fused to allow them to accept. 

The polishers wanted a minimum of 
$3 per day and were offered $2.56. 
There were also other clauses in their 
demand relative to union shops. 

Numerous meetings have been held 
but the two committees could not 
agree, and the strike was inaugu- 
rated this morning. 

There was a report about the city 
that the union had sent messengers 
about the yards calling out the cut- 
ters. This, however, was only a ru- 
mor as the Cutters’ committee and 
Manufacturers’ committee have agreed 
to refer their dispute to the National 
Board. 

The Union, however, has called out 
the cutters in the non-association 
yards of the city. There are a num- 
ber of these yards employing two and 
three men each. These firms refused 
to sign a bill until the Manufacturers 
Association had settled. The men in 
these yards therefore were called out.

A meeting of the Manufacturers 
Association will be held today at 
which similar action will be taken. 
In the meantime business in the 
granite industry will go on as usual. 

It is understood that there will be 
no appeal from the National Board, 
and that its decision is binding upon 
both parties. 

At Barre, Vt., Montpelier, and other 
places in that vicinity, according to 
dispatches, the men were to go out 
on a strike this morning. At these 
places a demand was made for 40 
cents per hour. After conferences, 
however, the men agreed to sign a bill 
for one year under the present wage 
of 37 1-2 cents per hour. The Manu- 
facturers stuck out for a three year 
bill hence the strike. 


Cheaper By Contract. 


Mayor Hibbard and Acting Supt. 
of Strects Sullivan of Boston have 
decided to shut down all work on the 
city’s stone crushers and whatever 
stone is wanted in the immediate fu- 
ture will be secured by contract. The 
city of Boston has eight stone crush- 
ers and while the work in the sum- 
mer months is usually done by con- 
tract the work in the winter months 
is done by city employees. It is 
known that the work cannot be done 
nearly so cheaply as crushed stone 
can be bought in the open market.

Found Qut What 
Would Happen 


R. G. Wright, formerly of Wollas- 
ton, whose parents reside of East Mil- 
|ton, had a miraculous escape from 
death at Belle Fourche in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota on Feb. 14. It 
was the old story concerning dyna- 
|mite and for this reason the siury of 
the Belle Fourche Bee wil! be of in- 
terest to granite quarrymen who use 
dynamite in large quantities. 
| As a result of the inquisitiveness of 
| Chas. LeVezzie one man is dead and 
four others are in the hospital in 
Belle Fourche and another one is at 
home suffereing from injuries received 
Friday of last week in an explosion of 
dynamite at the Johnson bridge east 
of Belle Fourche. The explosion was 
caused by LaVezzie throwing a dyna- 
mite cap into a fire to see what would 
happen. 

A party of men had been employed 
for several days fixing approaches to 
the bridge, and as the reclamation of- 
ficials were anxious to get the work 
completed so that they might use the 
road a party of men were sent over 
from the Owl creek camp to assist the 
road supervisor and his _ helpers. 
Friday noon all the party with the 
exception of Chas. LaVezzie, J. R. 
Cullis, Edward Gates, V. S. Pope, R. 
G. Wright and Jake Pfeiller, went to 
their homes for dinner, 
having brought their lunch. After 
lunch the boys were setting around a 
camp fire talking and a discussion 
arose as to what would happen if a 
stick of dynamite was thrown in the 
fire. 

LaVezzie contended that it would 
simply burn, and to demonstrate this 
he threw a broken stick of the ex- 
plosive on the fire. Gates !nocked 
this stick out of the fire, and La 
Vezzie then threw another stick on 
the fire, this was also knocked out by 
Gates. Then LaVezzie picked up a 
dynamite cap and tossed it into the 


fire, notwithstanding the fact that 
ubout 30 sticks of the powder was 
lying close to the fire. Gates and 
Wright, who saw him do this, rose 


but the other boys did not have time 


to get on their feet before the whole }* 


30 sticks of powder exploded, throwing 
them forcibly to the ground, Collis’ 
head striking a tree just back of 
where he was sitting and his skull be- 
crushed just back of the ears, causing 
death instantly. The other boys, 
while being badly bruised were not 
seriously hurt, although it is a won- 
der the whole party were not killed, 
especially LaVezzie who was standing 
almost over the fire when the ex- 
plosion took place. 

The boys are getting along nicely, 
and will be able to get out of the 
hospital in a short time. LaVezzie is 
probably hurt more than the others, 
he having a ruptured ear drum, 
burned about the face, and has sev- 
eral painful wounds on his body 
caused by flying stones. Gates was 
burned about the face and eyes, but 
not enough to keep him in the house 
very long. Pfeiller has a severe in- 
jury in the left eye, ear drum _ rup- 
tured, and is burned about the face 
and body as well as numerous bruises. 
Pope has a bad left eye, ear drum 
ruptured and has penetrating wound 
|On the left arm caused by flying 
stones. Wright had a stick blown in- 
l to his right calf over an inch and had 
| both ear-drums shattered, but in- 
| Sisted upon being taken to camp 
after having wounds dressed.

The Egg In Medicine. 

Lhe white of an egg is an antidote in 
cases of poisoning with strong acids or 
corrosive sublimate. The poison will 
coagulate the albumen, and if these 
poisons be in the system the white of 
an egg, if swallowed quickly, will com- 
bine with the poison and protect the 
stomach. An astringent poultice is 
made by causing it to coagulate with 
alum. This is called alum curd and is 
used in certain diseases of the eye. 
The yolk of the egg is sometimes used 
in jaundice and is an excellent diet for 
dyspeptics.

NOW SENT BY WIRE. 


This Is the Speed Attained by Auto- 


matic System Controlled by “| 
Telegraph Company Soon to Enter 
Field. 

In the last few weeks scores of ex- 


perts bave investigated the Delany rap- 
id automatic system of telegraphy con- 
trolled by the Telepost company, which 
is soon to bave in operation a telegraph 
system in competition with the West- 
Over arti- 
ficial circuits equal to commercial 
wires from New York to Buffalo the 
Delany system can be seen any time in 
the New York and Wushington offices 
of the Telepost company sending and 
receiving telegrams at the rate of a 
thousand words a winute. 

The apparatus on which a new na- 
tlonal telegraph system Is te be found- 
ed that will carry wire messages be- 
tween all points for a flat rate of a 
cent a word is so simple that anybody 
can understand it. There is a perforat- 
ing machine with punches magnetical- 
ly operating on a tape. These punches 
make the records, which are then 
ready to be fed through the transmit- 
ter to the wire. The double row of 
holes in the tape passing through the 
transmitter’s contact fingers result iu 
positive and negative impulses, which 
on the receiving tape are recorded in 
the form of dots and dashes. The 
current passing through the chemically 
prepared tape from an iron electrode 
electrode forms clear

the Morse alphabet can read and tran- 
scribe. 

In the fewest possible words, this is 
the system that it has taken Patrick B. 
Delany twenty years to evolve. When 
Thomas A. Edison dropped telegraphy 
Mr. Delany, who was an associate of 
Edison, took it up. Some 150 odd pat- 
ents have since then been issued to 
him. 

His first invention to attract world- 
wide attention was tbe synchronous- 
multiplex system of telegraphy, bought 
by the British government in 1885 and 
largely used on the English postal 
lines ever since. All six of the first 
class circuits of this system can be 
worked opposite or the same direction. 

The next time Mr. Delany came into |} 
popular fame, though the telegraph 
world has always followed his Work) 
closely, was when he succeeded in the | 
supposedly impossible feat of sending 
a cable message from Newfoundland 
to England with an ordinary Morse 
key. 


But all the while be was keeping the 
patent office busy on his minor Inven- 
tions Delany was hard at work on the 


automatic system of telegraphy adapt- 
ed to commercial purposes, which has 


; now been perfected to such a point 


that it forms the essential basis of an 
entirely new telegraph system for the 
whole United States. 


Why the Delany system was. not 


| bought by the old line companies is no 


more (and uo less) of a mystery than 
their failure to adopt other tmprove- 
ments fn telegraphy which have re- 
luced rates in foreign countries to a 
fraction of those prevailing here aud 
resulted in so increasing business that 
Americans send considerably less than 
as many telegrams as the Eng- 
lishumen send. 

Asked why one of the old companies 
had not bought his apparatus, Mr. De- 
said recently that it might be 
because the patents were never offered 
to them. Inventors have known for 
years, Mr. Delany said, that there was 
no use in trying to deal with a com- 
pany that had made a policy of refus- 
Ing to consider all inventions and im- 
provements except when they could be 
obtained for ttle or nothing. This 
was the experience of the men who de- 
vised the Page patent, the duplex and 
the quadruplex systems. 

What the Delany system will do to- 
ward reducing telegraph rates is shown 
In the announcement of the Telepost 
company that it will carry twenty-five 
words for 25 cents, without regard to 
distance. On “teleposts” sent by wire, 
but delivered at destination by mall, 
the rate is 25 cents for fifty words, 

It Is expected that “teleposts” or 
telegraphed letters will be largely used 
for the purpose of catching forefgn 
mails. Received at New York by wire, 
the message will be forwarded by 
mail via any desired ship. On mes- 
sages over long distances a big saving 
will also be possible when delivery 
within eight or ten hours is all that the 
amergency requires. On a ninety word / 
telepost from Boston to San Francisco | 
the cost will be 45 cents as against the 
charge by the present telegraph com- 
panies of $6.60. 


Secrecy In Wire Service. 

Absolute secrecy and a great saying 
In expense of wire service are assured 
by the plans just announced by the 
Telepost company, which is to enter 
the telegraph field along with the 
Western Union and the Postal. The 
hew company will use the Delany sys- 
fem of rapid automatic telegraphy, 
both the sending and receiving being 
jone by perforated tapes. 

In addition to the published tele- 
post rates of twenty-five words for 25 
tents, without regard to distance, fer 
hiessages sent by wire and delivered 
ty messenger in the usual way and of 
25 cents for fifty words sent by wire, 
but delivered at destination by mail, 
the Telepost company now announces 
that it will transmit “teletape”’ mes- 
sages prepared by the sender for 23 
tents for 100 words, 5 cents for each 
additional twenty words. 

In this case the tape bearing the 
message will be prepared by the send- 


er on instruments leased for private |* 


use. The tape turned in to the Tele- 
post company will be transmitted over 
Its wires and, if desired by the sender, 
flelivered to the addressee in -Morse 
characters on another tape.

The last of June promises to be a 
busy season for club women of Bos- 
ton and vicinity, when 236 clubs of 
Massachusetts will be hosts for the 
biennial meeting of the National 
Federation of Women’s clubs, which 
represents more than half a million 
women. 

The members of the Massachusetts 
state federation have been arranging 
for the convention for two years, and 
hope to give the delegates such a 
welcome, that each will carry back 
to her home a realization of the fact 
that Boston’s reputation fer c»ldness 
to strangers is a mere, figment of the 
brain of some irresponsible person 
who never visited the old Bay state. 

The sessions will be held in Sym- 
phony hall, and other halls uear by 
will be used for overtlow and dupli- 
cate meetings, for a larger attendance 
is expected than at any previous con- 
‘vention. 

The work of the general federation 
is now carried on by 12 committees, 
namely, art, civics, civil service re- 
form ,education, forestry, household 
economics, industrial and child labor, 
legislative, library extension, litera- 
ture, outlook, pure food and reciproci- 
ty. 

Each state federation now has per- 
manent committees corresponding to 
those of the general federation. 

The influence of the general federa- 
tion in state legislation has come to 
be fully recognized. Every state fed- 
eration has a legislative committee 
which, while it does not initiate legis- 
lation directly, watches it and works 
for such measures as will be of direct 
benefit to the public, and especially to 
women and children. 

“Do that which comes next, is one 
of the mottoes of the club women, no 
matter whether it be something that 
the whole world will hear of or some 
unnoticed piece of betterment in a 
small community. 

Some states have taken up the cause 
of the schools and have tried to obtain 
better salaries for the teachers, in 
order that the best instructors mighi 
be attracted and the children have 
the highest kind of training. 

Some clubs have small exchanges 
where needy women may well sell the 
product of their one special talent 
and thus help to fill their scanty 
purses. Others assist in the work of 
spreading information concerning the 
danger and the prevention of tuber- 
culosis, and are a great help in this 
direction. 

In some states, where it was neces- 
sary, they have protected young girls 
by bringing about a change of the law 
and prosecuting offenders. They have 
succeeded in establishing juvenile 
courts in several of the states. 

Stamp savings in the public schools 
has been another good, thing under- 
taken by the club women in many 
places. In one town in this state in 
five months, as reported in 1906, the 
school children saved by this means 
more than $2,000. 

These are but a few, tnougn some 
of the most important kinds of work 
the club women are interested in. It

Immigration Officials Must Strictly 
Adhere to Laws Regarding Alien 
Anarchists and Criminals and Se- 


cure Co-operation of Police 


Washington, March 4.—The secretary 
of oommerce and labor has issued a 
sweeping order to all commissioners of 
immigration and immigrant inspectors 
in charge, directing them to coufer with 
the police in their respective jurisdic- 
tious with a view to securing the “co- 
operation of the police and detective 
forces in an effort to rid the country of 
alien anarchists and criminals falling 
within the law relating to deportation.” 
The order of Secretary Straus follows: 

“It is hereby directed that, with a 
view to promptly obtaining definite im- 
formation with regard to alien anar- 
chists and criminals located in the 
United States, you shall confer fully 
with tlre chief of police, or the chief of 
the secret service of the city in which 
you are located, furnishing such official 
with detailed information with regard 
to the meaning of the term ‘anarchist’ 
as used in the immigration act of Feb. 
20, 1907, and with regard to the inhibi- 
tion of that statute against aliens of 
the criminal classes, explaining the pow- 
ers and limitations imposed by said 
statute upon the immigration officials 
with respect to such persons. 

“You should call to the attention of 
the chief of police, or chief of the secret 
service, the definition of ‘anarchist,’ 
contained in sections 2 and 38 of the act 
of Feb. 20, 1907, and the provisions of 
section 2 placing within the excluded 
‘persons who have been con- 
vieted of, or admit having committed a 
felony or other crime or misdemeanor 
involving moral turpitude,’ pointing 
out that if any such person is found 
within the United States within three 
years after landing or entry therein he 
is amenable to deportation under the 
provisions of section 21 of said act. 

“The co-operation of said officials 
should be requested, making it clear 
that in order that any particular anar- 
chist or criminal may be deported, evi- 
dence must be furnished showing (1) 
that the person in question is an alien 
subject to the immigration acts, (2) 
that he Is an anarchist or criminal as 
defined in the statute, (5) the date of 
his arrival in the United States, which 
must be within three years of the date 
of his arrest, (4) the name of the vessei 
or of the transportation line by which

Doors Opened Inward 


The schoolhouse was of brick, two 
stories and an attic in height, contain 
ing nine rooms. The number of pupils 


Was more than normally large, and the 
snialler children had been placed in the 
upper part of the building, There was 
but one fire escape, and that was in the 
rear of the building. There were two 
stairways, leading to a door in 
front and the other to a door in the rear. 
Both of these doors opened inward, and

When the flames were discovered the 
teachers, who throughout seem to have 
acted with courage and self-possession 
and to have struggled heroically for the 
safety of their pupils, marshaled the 
little ones into column for the “tire drill’ 
which they had often practiced. 
Unfortunately the line of march in 


this exercise had always led to the 
front door and the children had not 
been trained to seek any other exit 


The fire came from a furnace situated 
directly under this part of the building. 


Penned In Death Trap 

When the little ones reached the foot 
of the stairs they found the flames close 
upon them, and so swift a rush was 
made for the door that in an instant a 
tightly packed mass of children was 
piled up against it. From that second 
none of these who were upon any por 
tion of the first flight of stairs had a 
chance for their lives. The children at 
the foot of the stairs attempted to fight 
their way back to the .floors above 
while those who were coming down 
shoved them mercilessly back into the 
flames below. 

In an instant there was a 
panic, with 200 of the pupils fighting 
for their lives. Most of those who were 
killed died here. The greater part of 
those who escaped managed to turn 
back and reached the fire escape and the 
windows in the rear. 

What happened at the foot of that 
first flight of stairs will never be known, 
for all of those who were caught in the 
full fury of the panic were killed. After 
the flames had died away, however, a 
huge heap of little bodies told the tale 
as well as anybody need to know it.

Building Destroyed In Half Hour 

The flames spread with such terrific 
rapidity that within thirty minutes 
from the time the fire was discovered 
the schoolhouse was nothing but a few 
blackened walls surrounding a_ cellar 
filled with corpses and debris. 

The firemen dashed into the blazing 
wreckage and with rakes, forks, shovels 
and their bare hands worked in the 
most frantic manner with the hope ot 
They were un- 
successful, for none was taken out alive 


| from the ruins after the floors collapsed. 


Fragments of incinerated limbs, skulls 
and bones were found almost at every 
turn, and these were piled together in a 
little heap at one side of the building. 

The great majority of the little 
bodies that were taken from the ruins 
were burned beyond all possible recog 
nition. And it is no small part of the 
sorrow which is bearing down the peo- 
ple of North Collinwood that positive 
identification of many of the children 
will never be made. 

Various unconfirmed statements are 
made as to the cause of the fire, and it 
is stated also that the doors of the 
building had been locked at the front 
entrance, while but one door of the rear

Janitor Herter could remember little 
of what happened after the fire started.

1 ran to the fire 
alarm and pulled the gong that sounded 
throughout the building. Then I rau 
first to the front and then to the rear 
ioors. I can’t remember what hap 
pened next, except that I saw the flames 
shooting all about and the little children 
running through them, screaming. Some 
fell at the rear entrance and = others 
stumbled over them. I saw my little 
Helen among them. I tried to pull her 
out, but the flames drove me back. 1 
had to leave my little child to die.” 
Miss Catherine Weiler, one of the 
nine teachers in the school, lost her life 
in a vain effort to marshal the pupils of 
her class and lead them to safety.

Needless Sacrifice of Lives 

The statement that the back door of 
the building was locked was made by 
Walter C. Kelley, editor of the sporting 
department of the Cleveland Leader, 
two of whose children were killed, 

As soon as the alarm was given, Mrs. 
Kelley ran from her home, which is not 
far from the schoolhouse, to the burn- 
ing building. The front portion of the 
structure was a mass of flames and, 
frenzied by the screams of the fighting 
and dying children which reached her 
from the death frap at the foot of the 
first flight of stairs, and behind that 
closed door, Mrs. Kelley ran to the rear, 
hoping to effect an entrance there and 
save her children. She was joined by a 
man whose name is not known, and the 
two tugged and pulled frantically at the 
door. 

They were unable to move it in the 
slightest, and there was nothing at hand 
by which they could hope to break it 
down. In utter despair of saving any 
of the children, they turned their atten- 
tion to the windows, and by smashing

Senator Succumbs to Llmess Re- 
sulting From Attack of Grip 


oe 


FORMER SECRETARY OF WAR 


One of Senate's Wealthiest Members 
and Had Been a Conspicuous Fac- 
tor In Vermont's Political and Busi- 


ness Interests For Many Years 


Washington, March 5.—Uuited States 
Senator Redfield Proctor of Vermont 
died at his apartments at the Cham- 
plain after a short illness following an 
attack of grip. The senator's son, Gov- 
ernor Fletcher Proctor of Vermont, who 
Was summoned to the city, was at the 


bedside when the senator passed away. 
Senator Proctor was 77 years old. 

Senator Proctor had been ill for about 
a week. His ailment was diagnosed as 
the grip, which later developed into 
pleurisy, with pneumonic complications, 
which affected the heart, and which, in 
his enfeebled condition, proved too 
much for his powers of resistance. 

Besides his son, the governor's wife 
and several intimate friends were at 
the bedside when death occurred. 

Senator Proctor had been in feeble 
health ever since the assembling of con- 
gress. His condition became alarming 
yesterday and the members of his fam- 
ily were notified that the end was near. 

Senator Proctor had been a conspicu- 
ous factor in the political and business 
interests of Vermont for many years, 
and was reputed to be one of the wealth- 
iest members of the United States sen- 
ate. 

He was largely interested in the mar- 
ble industry, was identified with other 
commercial pursults, was a Civil war 
veteran on the staff of General 
(“Baldy”) Smith, was secretary of war 
during President Harrison’s adminis- 
tration, and had been in the senate since 
1891, when he left the cabinet to suc- 
ceed George I’. Edmunds. 

He was born in Proctorsville, Vt., 
June 1, 1831, and before his entrance 
into public life in this city had served 
his state as a member of each house 
of the legislature in turn, and as gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor. 


Son Wil! Name Successor 
Montpelier, Vt., March 5.—It is ex- 
pected that within a short time Govern- 
or Proctor, the senator's son, will name 
his successor for the unexpired term. 
The legislature, which will elect a new 
senator, meets next fall. 


Alleged Attempt at Extortion 

New York, March 5.—Nathan Vida- 
ver, a special deputy attorney general, 
was arrested and held fn $5000 buail, 
charged with attempted extortion. It 
is alleged that Vidaver, through threats, 
secured $500 from William R. Mont- 
gomery, formerly president of the Ham- 
ilton bank, and who is under indict- 
ment on charges of over-certification. 
In fulfillment of a prearranged plan, 
five $100 bills were passed by Mont- 
gomery to the deputy. The bills had 
been marked and were subsequently 
identified by detectives who witnessed 
the transaction. 


Shot Wife, Son and Seif 
New York, March 5.—"Steeplejack” 
O'Brien, whose daring feats have enter- 
tained street crowds in New York for 
years, shot him wife, his 18-year-old 
son, Ernest, and himself. The boy will 
| recover, but the parents are critically 
wounded. After an absence from home 
| of two years O’Brien returned last 
night and sought a reconciliation with 
his wife. They quarreled and the 
shooting followed. 


Drifted From the Main Topic 

Washington, March 5.—The post- 
office appropriation bill technically 
was under consideration in the house 
yesterday, but the discussion, under 
license of general debate, took a wide 
range. Speculation in cotton, finance, 
the tariff and a number of miscellane- 
ous matters in turn occupied the whole 
time of the session. 


Action Discounted In Advance 

Washington, March 5.—The house 
committee on the judiciary has decided 
to vote next Friday on the resolution 
conferring the right of suffrage on wo- 
men. It is known that the result will 
be adverse to the proposition, but the 
women requested that if a favorable re- 
port could not be given an unfavorable 
one be submitted. 


Czar Against Absolute Autocracy 

St. Petersburg March 5.—The em- 
peror’s reaffirmation of his intentions to 
persist in the cénstitutional experi- 
ment is regarded as a serious reverse 
to the campaign for the restoration of 
absolute autocracy. The newspapers 
here unanimously express belief in the 
growing stability of -epresentative in- 
stitutions. 


Held For Shooting Miss Marko 

New York, March 5.:—Mrs. Antoni- 
ette De Fremme, who shot her friend, 
Miss Metzel Marko, a ci-cus loop-the- 
loop performer, was held in $2500 bail 
by Coroner Dooley for the inquest. It 
is said the shooting was accidental.

KILLED GIRL AND SELF 


Double Tragedy In Worcester Board- 
ing House Due to Jealousy 

Worcester, Mass., March 5.—Vivian 
Phillips, aged 19 years, was shot and 
killed by Harry Mounier, aged 27. who 
afterward shot himself fatally. The 
shooting took plate at the boarding 
house of William McCann, where both 
Miss Phillips and Mounier boarded 
Jealousy is believed to have been the 
motive for the shooting. 

According to the stories told by the 
people in the baarding house to the po- 
lice a young man who had been show- 
ing some attention to Miss Whillips 
called upon her last night and shortly 
after his departure Mounier went to 
her room and shot her. He tired two 
bullets, both of which penetrated her 
abdomen. Immediately afterward he 
shot himself twice in the head, dying in 
a short time. Miss Phillips had been 
employed as a milliner at a store kept 
by her father. Mounier was an appren 
tice in a machine shop. 

Miss Phillips was of very attractive 
appearance and is said to have received 
attention from both Mounier and the 
young man whose visit to her was fol- 
lowed by the shooting. Mounier is said 
to have been inflamed with jealousy 
on account of the attentions of the 
other man. 


Delegates Should Be Unhampered 

Boston, March 5.—Senator Crane, 
who is in this city, issued the following 
statement: “The next Republican na 
tional convention will, without doubt, 
be the most important convention held 
since 1864. Massachusetts should up- 
hold her well known traditions and 
reputation for political liberty by send- 
ing delegates unbampered by instruc- 
tions or resolutions. They should be 
absolutely free to do that which seems 
wisest and best for the party and for 
the country.” 


Police Enumerating the Unemployed 

Providence, March 5.—VPolicemen in 
this city, as well as in Pawtucket, 
Woonsocket, Central Falls and New 
port, have begun an enumeration of al! 
the unemployed. ‘Those whoare known 
as habitual idlers or who only make a 
pretence of working will not be taken 
into consideration. Special attention 
will be paid to all cases where there 
seems to be need of immediate assist- 
ance to relieve suffering. 


Pulp Mill Closes For Good 

Gurdiner, Me., March 5.—The Inter- 
national Paper company has issued or- 
ders to board up the windows of its 
pulp mill at South Gardiner. The mill 
has been running for about eighteen 
years and employed about seventy 
hands. The reason for suspension is 
said to be the heavy cost of manufac- 
turing pulp here as compared with 
other places. 


Will Vote on Wage Reduction 

Boston, March 5.—The locomotive 
engineers, firemen, conductors and 
trainmen of passenger and freight 
trains on the Boston and Maine railroad 
system are preparing to vote on the 
question of accepting a 5 percent wage 
reduction for four months, the present 
wage rate to be restored by July 1 at 
the latest. 


Granite Cutters Still Out 

Montpelier, Vt., March 5.—The gran- 
ite cutters employed in this city and 
Barre who went on strike Monday are 
still out and the quarries continue idle. 
Representatives of both sides held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon, but ad- 
journed without taking any action. 


Mayor Stops Siable Graft 

Boston, March 5.—Mayor Hibbard 
has found a stable in South Boston that 
is assessed for $1600 for the use of 
which the city has been paying a rental 
of $900 a year. The city has paid in six 
years $5400 in rental. The mayor will 
not renew this stable lease. 


Rounding Up Alleged Anarchists 

Chicago, March 5.—Detectives ar- 
rested Gregory Krish and Gavka Her- 
burshak, said by the police to be anar- 
chists. While being taken to the patro\ 
box Krish attempted to shoot one of 
the detectives. The revolver was 
knocked from Krish’s hands. A knife 
and over 100 cartridges were also found 
in his possession. The men told the 
police that their homes are in Milwau- 
kee, and that they had been living here 
only a few days. 


Claims Proof of Conspiracy 

Harrisburg, March 5.—Deputy At- 
torney General Cunningham closed the 
opening speech for the commonwealth 
in the capitol contract trial last even- 
ing, having spoken for eight hours. He 
closed with a strong declaration that 
the state had proved its charge of con- 
spiracy. Indications are that the trial 
will not be concluded until the middle 
of next week. 


Japan Denies Making Threats 

Tokio, March 5.—Officers of the for- 
eign office made the following state- 
ment: “Japan has issued no ultimatum 
and has made no threats to China in 
connection with the steamer Tatsu'’s il- 
legal seizure. We are depending on the 
good sense of the Chinese government 
to release the vessel, express regrets 
and pay damages.” 


Cuban Confidence Shaken 

Havana, March 5.—The customs re- 
ceipts at Havana for February amount- 
ed to only $1,604,730. There is a dispo- 
sition here to attribute the situation toa 
lack of confidence in the American 
declaration that a republic will be re- 
established next February.

New York, March 5.—By a vote of 
twenty-one to seventeen, the board of 
education last night defeated the pro- 
posal to reintroduce corporal punish- 
ment in the public schools of the city.

Experts Say It Is Iniecied to 
an Alarming Extent 


THE CAUSE OF EPIDEMICS 


Typhoid, Scarlet Fever and Diphthe- 
ria Definitely Traced to Dairies- 
General Supply of Cities Should Be 
Pasteurized For Public Safety 
Washington, March 5.—Surgeon 

General Wyman of the public 
service has submitted to Secretary of 
the Treasury Cortelyou a “report 
milk in its relation to public health.” 
The report is the result of an invesuga 
tion ordered by President 
and conducted by federal experts. It 
fills 750 printed pages and is one of the 
most thorough studies of the milk prob 
lem yet produced. In his introduction 
to the twenty-two treatises of the ex 
perts, Wymun says:

Explains His Plans

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

| This question of separating the 
grade crossings at Saville street and 
Water street is one of the most vital, 
far reaching, and important proposi- 
tions, that has come before the citi- 
zens of Quincy for their serious con- 


sideration and determination during 
the past generation. It has been well 
known that these grade _ crossings 


have been a danger and a menace to 
the travelling public for more than 60 
years, and now, after waiting patient- 
ly, for more than 60 years, the time 
is at hand for action relating to the 
separating of these dangerous grade 
crossings at Saville street and Water 
Street. 

The law explicitly and _ forcefully 
' states that these grade crossings 
must be separated, and when practi- 
eal the present locations shall be 
| maintained. The City of Quincy has 
| never taken the initiative in this im- 
| portant matter; in fact, so far as I 
lean learn, the City Engineer depart- 
| ment has no plans worked out look- 
ing toward the best interests of the 
| city, although this question of sepa-

Now, then, the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. 
R. have presented a plan of their own 
to this special commission for their 
consideration for the abolition of 
| these grade crossings at Saville street 
and Water street by stopping them 
up completely; making both these 
streets dead ends at the east and west 
sides of the railroad. This proposi- 
| tion in my opinion is not only ridicu- 
|}lous but scandalous. Saville street 
and Water street have been open to 
the public as public thoroughfares 
| long the railroad came into 
; existence. Saville street is the most 
central street in the city of Quincy 
crossing the railroad from east to 
west, connecting the west section of 
|} our city with the east section of our 
city, and Water street is the most im- 
portant street in South Quincy, cross- 
ing the railroad and connecting the 
east section with the west section. 

Saville street the most central 
| crossing in our city is in close prox- 
imity of the Quincy depot, which 
| makes the largest returns to the N. 
Y., N. H. & H. R. R., in passenger 
traffic of any depot on the Old Colony 
system. Saville street has a great 
mission to perform not only now but 
in the future. Today people cross 
and recross at Saville street, over 
3000 every day, and over 100 teams 
|} every day, not with standing the city 
never spent one dollar on it. during 
| its nearly 100 years existence for re- 
pairs, although the city has no ob- 
jection to use Saville street for its 
sewer pipes, water pipes, gas pipes, 
electric light wires and _ telephone 
wires, and does not fail to collect the 
{taxes on Saville street property. The 
great mission that Saville street has 
| got to perform is the relieving of the 
|congestion of Hancock street fron 
| city square to Adams street. Han- 
cock street at this location is like 
the neck of a bottle. It is the only 
| direct outlet to Boston. All of the 
territory south of us and east of the 
| Blue Hills, including over 40 towns 
and cities. As time goes on (this 
neck of the bottle (Hancock street be- 
tween city square and Adams street) 
will become more and more congested, 
with the increase of travel by elec- 
tric cars, and car tracks, automobiles, 
;express wagons, carriages, bicycles, 
vehicles of every mention, and Sa- 
ville street, with an easy 4 per cent 
grade over the depressed railroad 
tracks will be a fortunate relief to 
| this inevitable congestion in City 
Square.

I wish at this time to call your 
attention to the question of the curve 
in the railroad tracks at Granite 
street bridge. Some one tries to 
make us believe that this is a very 
dangerous curve, although in the 63 
years of daily use by thousands upon 
thousands of trains both ways, many 
of them travelling at the rate of 40 
miles an hour, there never was an 
accident of any kind at Granite street 
on account of this (imaginary) dan- 
gerous curve. There are grades on 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. within 4 
miles of Granite street where the 
grade is 100 per cent steeper than the 
average grade is from the Braintree 


line to Granite street bridge, and the 
curve is 200 per cent sharper than 
the curve is at Granite street curve. 

Again, I wish to say, that the rail- 
road, made  provi- 
sions (as the plans will plainly show) 


some years ago, 


when the time arrives to take this 
curve out to some extent at the 
Granite street bridge. Some years 


ago the Railroad Company purchased 


land of the Marsh estate on the 
westerly side of the tracks, near 
Granite street for the very purpose 


of taking out some of this curve at 
Granite street by pushing or moving 
the tracks westerly about 125 to 150 
feet at Granite street. But this pro- 
position of moving the tracks wester- 
ly 125 to 150 feet to straighten the 
curve in the railroad tracks at 
Granite street is of no concern to the 
city. It is the Railroad’s business, 
and the cost is up to the Railroad, 
and they alone, so far as the land re- 
quired for that purpose and the mor- 
ing of the tracks. 


IRVING PLACE. 


There is another feature right here 
that is up to the Railroad and the ex- 
pense of making that proposition good 
is entirely up to the Railroad and 
they alone. It is this. When the 
Marshs sold this land to the rail- 
road for the purpose of taking this 
curve out at Granite street bridge, the 
railroad agreed to continue Irving 
place through to Granite street, and 
until this agreement is fulfilled the 
railroad cannot abolish the right of 
which the Marshs have across 
the tracks about midway between 
Saville street and Granite street op- 
posite the Marsh estate. Don’t let 
us be hoodwinked out of our rights 
this time. 

This great question has reached a 
crisis. We have reached a_ period 
when the spirit of unity should be 
in dead earnest among the citizens of 
Quincy. The people’s indifference, 
their neglect in attending these meet- 
ings, in my opinion, is tending to- 
ward, and will ultimately involve (if 
it is not checked) an expenditure of 
a million dollars additional outside 
of the cost of the separating of the 
grades of Saville street and Water 
street. The tax payer and rent payers 
are the ones who will have to pay 
the bills, and it is up to them to at- 
tend these meetings. There appears 
to be a “Nigger under the Wood Pile.” 
It popped its head out at the last 
meeting. Come to the meetings and 
help smoke him out.

QUINCY DEPOT. 

The approach to the Quincy depot 
will be just the same as it is today, 
only the depot will be twice as large 
as it is now on account of the addi- 
tional sub-station below, giving a 
nice smoking room, lavatories and 
baggage room below, and a nice large 
waiting room on the street floor, the 
same as now only larger. Access to 
take the trains from the street will 
be by wide stairways on the outside 
ends of the present station. Access 
from the waiting room on the street 
floor will be by two stairways, one 
for the ladies and one for the gentle- 
men. The approaches to the station 
will be the same as they are now, and 
the surroundings would be simliar to 
the Newton stations. Coming back 
to the Granite street bridge, as it now 
is it is a miserable apology for a 
public thoroughfare in the centre of 
our city. No load of any consequence 
can go under it. All teamers abhor 
it, and to say the least it is an un- 
sightly nasty, wet, low depressed 
street. With an over head bridge for 
public travel reversing present con- 
ditions, and the Railroad moving the 
tracks westerly 125 feet, you would 
have one of the finest approaches 
from the new Granite street bridge 
to Hancock street that we could ask 
for public travel. All property on 
Granite street both sides, residential 
and business, would be much more 
valuable under the new conditions 
after damages were assessed and paid. 


FOR ALL TIME, 


By depression we eliminate high 
bridges and Chinese walls. By de- 
pression We permit social and busi- 
ness intercourse between the east and 
the west sections of our city on easy 
and pleasant grades. Unfortunately 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., rung geo- 
graphically from north to south, di- 
rectly through the centre of our city. 
There are about the same number of 
people living on the east side as 
there are on the west side and there 
is about the same area of territory 
on the west side as there is on the 
east side. Such being the situation 
and condition I would consider it a 
crime against our intelligence and our 
fair city to erect a barrier; to build 
a Chinese wall ranging from 15 feet 
to 25 feet high through the centre of 
our city disfiguring the contour and 
seriously damaging many thousands 
of dollars worth of property for all 
time to come. 

We must remember that whatever 
is done at this time is done for all 
time. Although you ani I will not 
always be here, this railroad will live 
on forever. Let us beautify and not 
blight the thoroughfares of our fair 
city. Let us make our city attrac- 
tive and comfortable when possible. 
Don't let us make a mess of it by 
building something that is ugly, hide- 
ous and unsightly. 

Let us do that which will be 2 
credit and a source of satisfaction 
and enjoyment to ourselves and the 
coming generations. Let our children 
and our children’s children see by ex- 
ample that the fathers of the present 
generation are capable and competent

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 
| This question of separating the 
grade crossings at Saville street and 
Water street is one of the most vital, 
far reaching, and important proposi- 
tions, that has come before the citi- 
zens of Quincy for their serious con- 
sideration and determination during 
the past generation. It has been well 
known that these grade crossings 
have been a danger and a menace to 
the travelling public for more than 60 
years, and now, after waiting patient- 
ly, for more than 60 years, the time 
is at hand for action relating to the 
separating of these dangerous grade 
crossings at Saville street and Water 
street. 

The law explicitly

must be separated, and when practi- 
the present locations shall be 
The City of Quincy has 
never taken the initiative in this im- 
portant matter; in fact, so far as I 
can learn, the City Engineer depart- 
ment has no plans worked out look- 
ing toward the best interests of the 
city, although this question of sepa- 
rating the grade crossings has 
been known to the city officials for 
more than 10 years. Seemingly it has 
been a waiting game between the N. 


Y.,N. H. & H. R. R. and the city 
until finally the N. Y..N. H. & H.R. R 
were compelled by the expansion

Saville street is the most 
central street in the city of Quincy 
crossing the railroad from east to 
west, connecting the west section of 
our city with the east section of our 
city, and Water street is the most im- 
portant street in South Quincy, cross- 
ing the railroad and connecting the 
east section with the west section. 
Saville street the most central 
crossing in our city is in close prox- 
imity of the Quincy depot, which 
makes the largest returns to the N. 
Y., N. H. & H. R. R., in passenger 
traffic of any depot on the Old Colony 
system. Saville street has a_ great 
mission to perform not only now but 
in the future. Today people cross 
and recross at Saville street, over 
3000 every day, and over 100 teams 
every day, not with standing the city

Gran- 
ite street would have what it has for 
many years needed an _  over-head 
bridge with less than a 3 per cent 
grade. Simply reverse the present 
conditions by depressing the railroad 
tracks, with public travel over as it 
rightly should be. 

I wish at this time to call your 
attention to the question of the curve 
in the railroad tracks at Granite 
street bridge. Some one tries to 
make us believe that this is a very 
dangerous curve, although in the 63 
years of daily use by thousands upon 
thousands of trains both ways, many 
of them travelling at the rate of 40 
miles an hour, there never was an 
accident of any kind at Granite street 
on account of this (imaginary) dan- 
gerous curve. There are grades on 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. within 4 
miles of Granite street where the 
grade is 100 per cent steeper than the 
average grade is from the Braintree 


line to Granite street bridge, and the 
curve is 200 per cent sharper than 
the curve is at Granite street curve. 

Again, I wish to say, that the rail- 
road, made provi- 
sions (as the plans will plainly show) 


some years ago, 


when the time arrives to take this 
curve out to some extent at the 
Granite street bridge. Some years 


ago the Railroad Company purchased 


land of the Marsh estate on _ the 
westerly side of the tracks, near 
Granite street for the very purpose 


of taking out some of this curve at 
Granite street by pushing or moving 
the tracks westerly about 125 to 150 
feet at Granite street. But this pro- 
position of moving the tracks wester- 
ly 125 to 150 feet to straighten the 
curve in the railroad tracks at 
Granite street is of no concern to the 
city. It is the Railroad’s business, 
and the is up to the Railroad, 
and they alone, so far as the land re- 
quired for that purpose and the mor- 
ing of the tracks. 


IRVING PLACE. 


There is another feature right here 
that is up to the Railroad and the ex- 
pense of making that proposition good 


cost 


is entirely up to the Railroad and 
they alone. It is this, When the 
Marshs sold this land to the rail- 


road for the purpose of taking this 
curve out at Granite street bridge, the 
railroad agreed to continue Irving 
place through to Granite street, and 
until this agreement is fulfilled the 
railroad cannot abolish the right of 
way which the Marshs have across 
the tracks about midway between 
Saville street and Granite street op- 
posite the Marsh estate. Don’t let 
us be hoodwinked out of our rights 
this time. 

This great question has reached a 
crisis. We have reached a_ period 
when the spirit of unity should be 
in dead earnest among the citizens of 
Quincy. The people's indifference, 
their neglect in attending these meet- 
ings, in my opinion, is tending  to- 
ward, and will ultimately involve (if 
it is not checked) an expenditure of 
a million dollars additional outside 
of the cost of the separating of the 
grades of Saville street and Water 
street. The tax payer and rent payers 
are the ones who will have to pay 
the bills, and it is up to them to at- 
tend these meetings. There appears 
to be a “Nigger under the Wood Pile.” 
It popped its head out at the last 
meeting. Come to the meetings and 
help smoke him out. 


THE BEST PLAN, 

What we want, and what we must 
insist upon with all the persistency 
possible, is the best possible for the 
city of Quincy performed in the most 
economical way. The depression 
proposition of about 13 feet at Saville 
street is admitted by every civil en- 
gineer whom I have talked with, and 
the public in general as the correct 
and right solution of this problem. 
Such being the case, vote to have 
the city representatives appear before 
that special commission advocating 
the depression of tracks at Saville 
street with a 4 per cent grade on 
Saville street according to plan.

They are 
men of high character, competent and 
qualified; and will see that Quincy 
and her citizens receive justice in 
their finding on this great question 
if the public’s right are intelligently 
and scrupulously looked after by our 
Mayor, showing that commission 
fully and completely our necessities 
and requirements, and the advantages 
to both the city, the Railroad and the 
property owners that the depression 
proposition according to plans is the 


correct one. Thereby saving every 
street crossing now existing in the 
city with far better grades. Save 


every spur track that is in use today 
and save every business concern that 
is doing business. 

QUINCY DEPOT. 

The approach to the Quincy depot 
will be just the same as it is today, 
only the depot will be twice as large 
as it is now on account of the addi- 
tional sub-station below, giving a 
nice smoking room, lavatories and 
baggage room below, and a nice large 
waiting room on the street floor, the 
same as now only larger. Access to 
take the trains from the street will 
be by wide stairways on the outside 
ends of the present station. Access 
from the waiting room on the street 
floor will be by two stairways, one 
for the ladies and one for the gentle- 
men. The approaches to the station 
will be the same as they are now, and 
the surroundings would be simliar to 
the Newton stations. Coming back 
to the Granite street bridge, as it now 
is it is a miserable apology for a 
public thoroughfare in the centre of 
our city, No load of any consequence 
can go under it. All teamers abhor 
it, and to say the least it is an un- 
sightly nasty, wet, low depressed 
street. With an over head bridge for 
public travel reversing present con- 
ditions, and the Railroad moving the 
tracks westerly 125 feet, you would 
have one of the finest approaches 
from the new Granite street bridge 
to Hancock street that we could ask 
for public travel. All property on 
Granite street both sides, residential 
and business, would be much more 
valuable under the new conditions 
after damages were assessed and paid. 


FOR ALL TIME, 


By depression we eliminate high 
bridges and Chinese walls. By de- 
pression We permit social and busi- 
ness intercourse between the east and 
the west sections of our city on easy 
and pleasant grades. Unfortunately 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., runs geo- 
graphically from north to south, di- 
rectly through the centre of our city. 
There are about the same number of 
people living on the east side as 
there are on the west side and there 
is about the same area of territory 
on the west side as there is on the 
side. Such being the situation 
and condition I would consider it a 
crime against our intelligence and our 
fair city to erect a barrier; to build 
a Chinese wall ranging from 15 feet 
to 25 feet high through the centre of 
our city disfiguring the contour and 
seriously damaging many thousands 
of dollars worth of property for all 
time to come. 

We must remember that whatever 
is done at this time is done all 
time. Although you ani I will not 
always be here, this railroad will live 
on forever. Let us beautify and not 
blight the thoroughfares of our fair 
city. Let us make our city attrac- 
tive and comfortable when possible. 
Don't let us make a mess of it by 
building something that is ugly, hide- 
ous and unsightly. 

Let us do that which will be 2 
credit and a source of satisfaction 
and enjoyment to ourselves and the 
;coming generations. Let our children 
and our children’s children see by ex- 
ample that the fathers of the present 
generation are capable and competent 
of meeting and rightly solving the 
problems of today, as intelligently as 
our fore fathers did in there time »f 
100 and 200 years ago. Let us rise 
to the occasion, and be men and not 
| mice, and after this problem ‘s set- 
| tled, and settled right, let us like men 
meet our next great problem and that 
is our alarmingly rapidly increasing 
debt on which at some future day I 
will have more to say.

Breaks Record 


The best record up to date for load- 
ing coal into a vessel was accomplished 
at Baltimore on Monday, when the 
Massachusetts Steamship Company’s 
steamer Malden built at Fore River, 
Quincy, finished loading a cargo of 
7504 tons of coal from the piers of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad at Curtis 
Bay, Maryland, in the astonishingly 
quick time of eight and one-half hours. 

On the same day the Malden was 
breaking record for quick loading of 
coal cargoes, the steam trawler Spray 
built at Quincy, arrived in Boston with 
a record halibut, believed to be the larger 
of this species ever caugbt. The monster 
was scooped in one of the Spray’s big 
nets weighed 450 pounds. The largest 
fish of this species rarely go 350 pounds, 
and this weight is accouuted most 
unusual.

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WORLD'S RECORD. 

Should the Quincy built Birming- 
ham or Salem make a better showing 
than the Chester, they would beat the 
world’s record, for according to Chief 
Constructor Capps of the Navy, the 
scout cruiser Chester, which has just 
finished her trials off the Rockland 
course, has made a world’s record for 
any naval vessel aboye 1500 tons dis- 
placement. Several days ago she 
made 26.52 knots on a four hours’ 
speed trial, and word has come to 
Secretary Metcalf from Admiral 
Clover, the president of the trial 
board, that she had finished her twen- 
ty-four hours endurance coal  con- 
sumption trial and had averaged 22.- 
80 knots. The contract required that 
the Chester should be capable of 
steaming 1.8 knots per ton of coal at 
the rate of 22.50 knots on hour. The 
Chester beat this record by per 
cent, which was beyond the dreams of 
her builders or of the navy board. 
During the twenty-four hours’ trial 
just ended she consumed one ton of 
coal for every 2.75 knots, Going at 
this speed, the average revolutions of 

her propeller were 470 per minute. 

Based on these figures, the Chester 
is in th class with the Cunard line 
flyers Mauretania and Lusitania, and 
could go from America to England in 
less than five days. She could go 
from the United States to Great Bri- 
tain and back again without coaling, 
steaming at the rate of 23 knots on 
hour. She could go from new York 
to Magdalena Bay, away round the 
Pacific side of Mexico, a distance of 
14,000 miles, without coaling, and 
making an average of 12 knots, 
which is faster than Admiral Evan’s 
big fleet is making. She could go 
over 4,500 miles without coaling, run- 
ning at a speed of 23 knots.

Brussels, March 6.—The text of the 
new Congo annexation treaty was sub- 
mitted to parliament by Premier Scholl- 
aert, and on his motion was sent to com- 
mittee without debate. According to 
the terms of the new treaty, King Leo- 
pold agrees to abandon the crown do-} 
main and the crown foundation to Bel- 
gium. Belgium, on her part, shall not 
only assume all the Congo obligations, 
amounting to $21,000,000, but under- 
take to continue the king’s usufruct in |} 
the Congo revenues during his life- 
time. Belgium is specitically required | 
to respect the concessions granted to} 
two American companies in 1906, * 


which Thomas F.. Ryan is interested. 
The Congo revenues are charged with 
the following annual allowances: S24, 
000 to Prince Albert, son of the Count 
of Flanders, brother of King Leopold; 
$15,000 to Princess Clementine, the 
king’s third daughter, and as an espe 
cial token. of gratitude to the king the 
sum of $10,000,000 in fifteen annual in 
stalments for his use in constructing 
hospitals and schools and forwarding 
scientific work in Africa. 
Furthermore, Belgium must expend 
$9,000,000 in work for which contracts 
already have been made. In addition 
King Leopold retains in fee simple 40,- 
000 hectares of land at Mayumbe for cof- 
fee and cocoa growing experiments, and 
during his lifetime he is to enjoy his 
interests in the Congo concessionary 
companies and the property in Belgium | 
and France which he purchased out of 
the funds of the foundation | 
Upon the death of the king all this prop- | 
erty will revert to Belgium. All the 
special colonial funds must be devoted |

The terms of the new treaty have been 
given a mixed reception, but the gen- 
eral impression is that the annexation 
of the Congo Independent State to Bel- 
gium on the proposed basis is possible. 
It is probable. however, that the clauses 
recognizing the vast ac- 
corded to the American forest and min- 
eral companies, in which the king 
heavily interested, will encounter much j 


concessions 


opposition. 

Despite the criticism of the opposi- 
tion, the prevailing impression in par- 
liamentary circles regarding the king's 
concessions assure the ratification of 
the treaty. The king’s friends natural- 
ly regard the treaty as it now stands 
as exceedingly magnanimous. 

Should parliament now refuse to 
ratify the treaty, it is believed here that 
King Leopold, in order to escape for 
eign intervention, would offer the Congo 
to France, which possesses a privileged 
right, .in case Belgium refuses to an- 
nex It. 

The sweeping concessions made by 
the king in the new treaty are attributed 
to his dread of British intervention, 
backed by the United States, The king, 
it is declared, would rather run the 
risk of facing an international account- 
ing of his stewardship than the former 
contingency. King Leopold showed 
his resentment at the attitude of Great 
Britain and America at a recent court 
ball, when he displayed excessive cold- 
ness towards H. L. Wilson, the Amer- 
ican minister, and Sir Edmund Phipps, 
the British diplomatic representative. 


Story of Japanese Interpreter 

Salt Lake City, March 6—Jack 
Treadwell, a Japanese interpreter, for- 
merly a member of the Twenty-First 
United States infantry, announced at 
the local recruiting office that he had 
been offered $150 a month by an agent 
of the Japanese government to act asa 
spy in discovering the positions of 
mines and descriptions of the fortifica- 
tious in San Francisco and San Diego 
harbors and Puget sound. 


Fire In Steamer’s Hold 

Marseilles, March 6.—Steamer Mon- 
golia, outward bound with 400 passen- 
gers, put in here with a fire in her bag- 
gage hold. ‘The fire was discovered 
while the steamer was off the coast of 
Spain. The crew was unable to extin- 
guish it and the hatches were sealed up. 
She came here at full speed and _sig- 
nalled while some distance out to have 
the firemen ready. After four hours’ 
work the fire was put out. 


Mother and Children Perished 

Tampa, Fla., March 6.—Anna Arnold, 
colored, and her two little children 
were burned to death in their house 
here. The fire is believed to have been 
incendiary, and is the fifth fire which 
has occurred since the big one of Sun- 
day.

Care of the Hair.

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IN THE FIRST DEGREE 


Eight Chinamen Are Convicted 
~ of Murders at Boston 


NINTH MAN AN ACCESSORY 


The Latter, a Rich Merchant, Found 
Guilty of Hatching Plot Which Re- 
, sulted In Brutal Slaughter of Four 


of Their Countrymen 


Boston, March Charles,

fon, and eight of his countrymen, be- 
Heved to be notorious “hatchet men,” 
were found guilty by a jury in the su- 
perior criminal court of murder in the 
first degree on four counts, alleging the 
killing of four Chinamen in Boston on 
Aug. 2 of last year. A tenth def 
Yee Wat, who had also been on trial 
on the same charge, died suddenly in 
bis cell last Tuesday while the trial 
was in progress. 

The men found guilty are Min Sing, 
Hom Woon, Leong Gong, Wong Duck, 
Wong How, Joe Guey, Dong Bok Ling, 
Yoe Jung and Warry Charles. The 
men were accused of the murders of 
Chin Mong Quin, Wong Shu Chung, 
Chin Lee and Lee Kai Nom. 

In each case Charles was accused of 
being an accessory before the alleged 
murders, in that he “feloniously and 
maliciously invited, moved, procured, 
aided, counselled, hired and command- 
ed others to commit crimes.” This calls 
for the death penalty, as in the case of 
the other eight men. 

The case had been on trial for thirty- 
three court days, the first four days 
being thrown out on account of a mis- 
trial, owing to the sickness of a juror. 
Over 4000 typewritten pages of testi- 
mony was taken and the cost of the 
tria) is estimated at $20,000. 

The murders for which the China- 
men were found guilty marked one of 
fe worst Chinese slaughters which has 
ever occurred in the east in the feud be- 
tween the Hep Sing Tong and the On 
Leong Tong, rival Chinese societies. 

Early in the evening of Friday, Aug. 
2, 1907, a number of strange China- 
men suddenly appeared in Oxford 
place, in the heart of the Chinese quar- 
ter of Boston, and upon the signal! of 
the discharge of a firecracker, lighted 
by the cigar one of the strange China- 
men was smoking, immediately began 
firing from revolvers of heavy calibre 
upon scores of Chinese merchants and 
laundrymen who were lolling about in 
the rear of their stores. Over forty 
shots were fired, and when the police 
appeared they found three Chinamen 
stretched lifeless in the alley and a doz- 
en others badly wounded. 

The Chinamen who had done the 
shooting scattered in all directions. 
Several were arrested, however, before 
they were able to leave town. Two 
were captured in Worcester, one in 
Quincy and another in Portsmouth, N. 
H., until finally the police had rounded 
up ten men whom they believed were 
the ringleaders in the slaughter. 

The murders roused the Chinamen to 
a high pitch of excitement and the ut- 
most vigilance of the police was exer- 
cised for many weeks after to prevent 
recurrence of trouble between the rival 
Tongs. Two of the men killed were 
Chinese Masons of high degree and 
their funerals, which were held public- 
ly a week later, were of the most pic- 
‘turesque, though solemn, scenes ever 
witnessed in the city. 

That the murders were of the most 
brutal and deliberate character was 
brought out during the progress of the 
long trial. It 
that the murders had been instigated 
in the councils of the Hep Sing Tong to 
create a fear of that society and that 
its membership and influence might be 
increased as a result of the proposed 
slaughter. 

Shoy Tong, one of the principal gov- 
ernment witnesses, testified that Warry 
Charles, a rich and influential Chinese 
merchant of Boston “and president of 
the Hep Sing Tong, had instigated the 
killing.

He said that Charles offered to pay the 
expenses of the men; to give them $200 
for each man killed, and that if anybody 
got caught to hire attorneys for the de- 
fense. 

The nine Chinamen were returned to 
their cells in jail, following the deci- 
sion of the jury, and the usual time will 
be allowed the attorneys for the de- 
fense to apply for a new trial before 
the matter of sentence will be consid- 
ered.

Apple Charlotte. 

One pound of cooking apples, two | 
sunces of currants, four ounces of beef 
suet, six ounces of breadcrumbs, four 
ounces of brewn or white sugar and 
pne half of a lemon. 

Peel, corn and slice the apples, chop 
the suet finely and mix both together. 
Butter a pie dish and fill it with al- 


ternate layers of breadcrumbs and 
suet, apples and currants. Sprinkle 
each layer with sugar and grated 


lemon rind. Reserve sufficient bread-

Mix the cornstarch with a little 
cold milk, pour on it the boiling milk, 
stirring all the time. Return it to the 
saucepan and stir while boiling for five 
minutes. Mix in the currants, sugar 
and flavoring and pour into a mold.

AGAINST DISEASE GESMS.| 


Discovery of a Veroform Product That ; 
the Pasteur Institute Calls Perfect | 
Begins New Epoch in edi

Science. 

Science has taken another long step 
ahead in the discovery of veroform, 
an antiseptic that is nonpoisonous, but 
more potent than carbolie acid or cor- 
rosive sublimate in destroying all 
forms of disease germs. It was a 
great day in warfare when the torpe- 
do boat was invented, but it was a 
greater day when the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer was introduced.

from formic acid by a process of sa- 
ponification. 

The Pasteur institute, whose voice is 
that of final authority in such matters, 
in a report on this discovery says that 
“veroform is a perfect antiseptic. It 
exerts a poaverful bactericidal action 
ou the most obstinate forms of bac- 
teria, such as those of tuberculosis.”’ 

Records of and accidental 
poisonings show that carbolic acid is 
responsible for more fatalities than all 
other poisons put together. Veroform 
will end this menace by providing 
against the ravages of disease germs, 
a means of that cannot be 
turned into a weapon as dangerous to 
its users as to the enemy. 

So harmless is the new germicide 
that it has been applied in full strength 
to a goat’s tongue and injected in di- 
luted form in the eye of a sheep with-

out causing any inflammation what- 
ever. And its use is so free from dan 


ger that it can be bought by any one 
at drug stores without a prescription. 

Yet two drams of veroform, contain- 
ing 20 per cent of formaldehyde gas, 
to a pint of water is a more powerful 
disinfectant than a 1 to 1000 solution 
of bichloride of mercury. On the ba- 
sis of these facts the foremost medical 
authorities of Europe and America de- 
clare that veroform as a germicide, 
antiseptic and deodorant is the strong- 
est barrier yet erected against the in- 
roads of infection and disease.

Assessor's Case 
Argued Today 

In the Supreme 
Court at Boston 


The case of Charles H. Johnson whe 
was recently removed from the office of 
Assessor by Mayor Shea came upin the 
Supreme court this morning. Mr. Joba. 
SoD was represented by Assistant United 
States District Attorney Asa P, French, 
while City Solicitor John w. McAnar- 
ney represented Mayor Shea, 

There was a large delegation from 
Quincy present including several of the 


department officials and members of the 


City Council, as well as officials and 
councilmen of other years. A nomber 
of other citizens were also present, 

No witnesses were heard, the pointe 
in the case being presented by Counsel 
French, and admitted by Solicitor Me- 
Anarney. 

Mr. French admitted that under Seet. 
27 of the City Charter the Mayor had @ 
right to removal from office, the clanse 
relating to removal reading: ‘‘the Mayor 
shall have the sole power of appoint- 
ment to all the municipal offices eatab- 
lished by or under this act.’’ 

Mr. French further claimed that the 
so-called amendment to the charter, 
relative to Assessors, passed by the 
Legislature in 19(0, was not a part of 
the charter, but an independent act. 
This act provided how the Assessora 
should be appointed. 

Although the court did not give its 
finding, it was intimated thata finding 
in favor of Mr. Jobnson might be ren- 
dered, 

At the close of the argument, the 
court said, that in view of the impor- 
tance of the case, it would give its fiad- 
ing as soon as pussible.

OPINION OF TWO ADMIRALS

Washington, March 10.—Testimony 
was adduced yesterday before the sen- 
ate committee on naval affairs, which 
is investigating the criticisms of bat- 
Ueship construction, showing that the 
location of the armor belt on American 
battleships was too low. 


On the other hand, a letter from Sec- 
retary Metealf was read, declaring it to 
be the opinion of the board of construc- 
tion and of Rear Admirals Evans and 
Brownson that the armor belt lines of 
the battleships Delaware and North 
Dakota were right. The secretary, in 
his communication, took occasion to de- 
clare that American battleships were 
superior to those of any other navy. 

The witnesses were Lieutenant 
White, assistant inspector of target 
practice, and Rear Admirals Remey and 
Goodrich. In reference to the iocu- 
tion of the armor belt, White said that 
if it were possible for a ship to get into 
action at the designed load draft the 
present location would be about right, 
but it was his observation that the ships 
had greater drafts than those designed. 

White thought the drafts would be 
still greater under war conditions. He 
said that safety demands that the tur- 
ret proper shall be structurally  sep- 
arate from the ammunition handling 
room.

The strange thing is that all this 


should take place today, in this 
practical and utilitarian age and 


country, and in the midst of a busi- 
hess community engaged in the most 
absorbing commercial competition 
and development. The commercial 
side is, indeed, very closely bound in 
with this fairyland, which looks as 
if it had arisen at the mere waving 
of a wand. A year’s toil of brain 
and hand on the part of designers, 
costumers, painters, carpenters and 
other skilled workmen goes on silent- 
ly and secretly in order that all at 
once the dazzling realization shall 
burst with the suddenness of magic 
on the eyes of the beholders. 

To maintain such a vast system of 
scenic pageantry, which changes all 
its features with each succeeding 
year, a large number of trained men 
are kept constantly employed in the 
construction of the paraphernalia 
and trappings for these great ex- 
hibitions. Designers, workers in pa- 
pier-mache, carvers, gilders, painters 
and costumers are called on. The 
extensive establishments in which 
the work is carried on would be an 
instructive and perhaps surprising 
sight were they ever opened to the 
inspection of the public. But they 
are enshrouded in impenetrable mys- 
tery; even New Orleans knows noth- 
ing as to their location and organiza- 
tion, and the points from which the 
successive pageants emerge are as 
much matters of mystery to the local 
public as they are to strangers. 

Who are the members of the asso- 
ciations which provide these spec- 
tacles is also deeply enshrouded in 
mystery. This mystery has never 
been penetrated. Their work is one 
of love. The pageants cost vast sums 
of money, but they yield the members 
no profit. The pleasure of the even- 
ing, the delight of the ball, and above 
all the consciousness of ministering 
to the people of the Carnival City 
and their guests is their sole and 
sufficient reward. 


The New Orleans Carnival dates 
back into the remote past. At first 
it took the form of mere miscella- 
neous individual masking. In 1837 
the first 


organized pageant was 
given, all the participants being 
masked. In 1839 this was _ repeated 


on a larger scale. Occasional spec- 
tacles of the sort occurred from time 
to time thereafter, but nothing sys- 
tematic was attempted in the way of 
illustrating any special theme.

For the high vacuum required 
steam turbines it has been found 
desirable, especially in large installa- 
tions, to use separate pumps for 
drawing the condensed steam and the 
air from the condensor; forming what 
is known as the, “Dry Vacuum Sys- 
tem.” In using the dry vacuum sys- 
tem on turbine driven vessels it was 
| considered objectionable to use a 
Facatar to drive the centrifugal hot 
well pump on account of the damp- 
ness and high temperature of the en- 
gine room, so the turbine was again 
called into use on a smaller scale to 
t this condition. The pump 
end consists of a 4-inch two-stage 
volute centrifugal pumps arranged to 


work with vertical shaft. The tur- 
bine is a two-stage Curtis turbine 
(Fore River make) mounted above 


and directly connected to the pump. 
The entire set require floor space of 
only 3 feet square, and is 9 feet, 6 
inches high over all. It is rated to 
deliver 300 gallons of water per min- 
ute from a 29 inch vacuum, and has 
a large overload capacity. The total 
weight is 5,850 pounds and speed 
1,200 revolutions per minute.

Another chapter in the alleged in- 
fernal machine case at West Quincy 
was enacted Tuesday night, when 
Officer Hinchon arrested Domenic 
Colletti on a warrant charging him 
with introducing obscene literature 
into houses.

A minority 
report was signed by Senators Foraker, 
Scott, Bulkley and Hemenway. 

The majority report found that, in 
the opinion of the committee, the shoot- 
ing was done by some of the soldiers 
in the Twenty-fifth infantry; that the 
testimony fails to identify the particu- 
lar or soldiers who partici- 
pated in the affray. It is stated that

“PUBLIC WILL NEVER KNOW” 


Evelyn’s Reply to Question as to the 
Cause of Estrangement--No Trouble 
Expected Over Question of Counsel 


Fees and Alimony 


New York, March 12.—Mrs. William 
C. Thaw was served here late yester- 
day with papers, in which she is made 
a co-defendant with her son, Harry bk. 
Thaw, in the action instituted by the 
iatter’s wife, Evelyn N. Thaw, to an- 
nul their marriage. As Harry Thaw is 
an inmate of an insane asylum, he is 
in the eve of the law legally dead, and 
the next of kin becomes technically the 
actual defendant in the case. 

An attempt was also made last eveu- 
ing to serve Harry Thaw with a copy 
of the summons and complaint at Mat- 
teawan insane asylum by a messenger 
who was admitted to the asylum. Ow- 
ing to a technicality the servite was 
not completed. Dr. Lamb, superin- 
tendent of the institution, being Thaw’s 
legal guardian, must also be served, it 
was explained. Learning this, Thaw 
refused to accept service, and the 
process server returned here, where an- 
other set of papers will be prepared and 
served upon Lamb and Thaw today. 

Daniel O'Reilly, counsel for Evelyn 
Thaw, explained that Thaw’s mother 
Was made a co-defendant, as, being the 
next of kin, she is technically the real 
defendant, the law presuming her son

Evelyn called at O'Reilly's office yes- 
terday and attached her signature to 
the papers in the case. As she left the 
office Mrs. Thaw was asked whether 
she would later, as had been intimated, 
make public the cause of the estrange- 
ment that led to the annulment suit.

Lawyer O'Reilly said that he did not 
anticipate any trouble in securing from 
the defendant's counsel fees and ali- 
mony. 

A. R. Peabody, counsel for. Thaw, 
said: “It will not be necessary for Eve- 
lyn to go to the courts in order to get 
counsel fees and alimony while the suit 
is pending. She has been getting money 
from me to pay her expenses while 
Harry is confined, and this will be con- 
tinued during the trial of the annulinent 
suit. I shall fight the case upon instruc- 
tions from my client and shall represent 
him personally in the defense.” The 
matter of a cash settlement upon the 
plaintiff had not been taken up, Pea 
body said. 

“Your son is crazy, Mrs. Thaw, and 
I will not jeopardize my life by remain- 
ing his wife.” This is what Evelyn 
Thaw is reported to have stated to the 
motber of Harry K. Thaw within a 
month after her marriage to the young 
Pittsburg millionaire. 

At that time the girl wife was pre- 
paring to leave Lyndhurst and consult 
a divorce attorney. The elder Mrs. 
Thaw came to the rescue and, accord- 
ing to Evelyn’s friends, admitted that 
Harry was “queer,” but persuaded Eve- 
lyn not to take any summary action. 

Thaw, it is stated, heard of this later 
and threatened to kill Evelyn if she ever 
tried to leave him. She is said to have 
Pittsburg witnesses to prove this. 

Evelyn has spent much time and 
money getting evidence from Pittsburg 
to be used in case there is a fight made 
by the Thaws against her. According 
to information from a young woman 
here, Evelyn has evidence to prove that 
Harry K. Thaw was also considered as 
mentally deranged by the Thaw fam- 
fly, and it was only through the per- 
sonal interference of Mrs. William 
Thaw that Evelyn was restrained from 
entering suit for an annulment on the 
grounds of insanity within a month af- 
ter her marriage. This was after Harry 
had a very bad spell, beating Evelyn 
and locking her in a room.

“DEEP INFATUATION” 


-eads a Woman to Take Life of Be- 
loved Friend and Self 

Boston, March 12.—‘Insanity per- 
haps—but in a measure due to deep in- 
fatuation.” This is the opinion gen- 
erally expressed as to the cause of 
Sarah C. Weed killing her friend, Eliza- 
beth B. Hardee, and then taking her 
own life. he 

The tragedy o2curred at the fashion- 
able Laureus School for Girls, which 
both women maintained at 107 Audu- 
bon road, in the Back Bay. It occurred 
when loving friends were preparing to 
lead Miss Weed away to the sanitarium 
from which she had escaped. She bad 
been placed in the institution that every- 
thing medical skill might devise should 


be done to restore her mind to the brill- 


iancy it once enjoyed. 

Miss Hardee was found lying dead 
on a couch bed in her chamber with a 
bullet wound in the back of her head. 
The body of Miss Weed lay on the floor. 
There was a bullet wound in her right 
temple. Her feet lay beneath the bed 
which held the form of her dearly be- 
loved friend. Miss Weed had killed the 
woman who in all the long years of 
their college life and relation as teach- 
ers had been as a sister to her. Then 
in taking her own life she had flung 
the revolver from her as she fell, the 
weipon falling and remaining upon the 
bosom of her dead friend. 

Both women started the school last 
October. With its inception Miss 
Weed’s mind had shown signs of fail- 
ing under the strain of forwarding the 
proposition that meant so much to her 
and to her companion. Then the doors

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~ Poor Patriotism 
In Shipbuilding 


The editorial comments of the Mil- 
waukee Wisconsin under the caption 
“Poor Patriotism” will be endorsed 
generally: 

“The second largest steam yacht in 
the world was successfully launched 
at Leith, Scotland, on Wednesday last, 
for an American owner—a prominent 
member of the New York Yacht Club. 
When she makes her appearance on 
this side of the Atlantic she will be 
one of a comparatvely large fleet of 
steam yachts of foreign construction 
which are flying the American flag 

“Americans who thus patronize 
foreign shipbuilders when orderins 
pleasure craft are within their rights 
and also within the pale of the law. 
As the steamers are for pleasure only 
they will not come in competition 
with the American ships which are 
struggling for existence against the 
cheaper tonnage of foreign maritime 
powers. But from the standpoint of 
patriotism, every order of this kind 
that goes abroad constitutes a denial 
of opportunity to American builders 
who are striving to place the ship- 
building industry of the United States 
more nearly on a plane with that of 
foreign countries in the economical 
production of tonnage. Shipyards 
cannot achieve progress in this direc- 
tion unless they receive orders 
enough to enable them to cultivate the 
economies. 

“Whatever the subject of assistance 
for the languishing merchant marine 
is up for discussion it is stated by 
those who are in touch with the ma- 
rine investor that the extra cost of 
American tonnage is not the main 
trouble. The cost of operating Amer- 
ican ships is what deters investment 
in home-built craft for the foreign 
trade. But the yachtsman is not 
troubled by the economies of opera- 
tion. He generally picks an expert 
crew and pays them wages that will 
insure good service and comfort on the 
ship. This being the case, the matter 
of first cost should not prevent pa- 
triotic Americans who build pleasure 
craft from placing their orders on this 
side of the Atlantic and thus encour- 
aging American shipbuilders and as- 
sisting them toward a competing 
basis.” 


French Masterpleces. 

This year’s loan exhibition of the 
Copley Society of Boston of which 
many of our residents are members, 
is devoted to a collection of French 
masterpieces of the School of 1830. 
Opening March 10 at Copley Hall, 
Clarendon Street, it will continue 
about three weeks, with the usual 
social and educational features, The 
policy will be continued of granting 
free admission on certain days to 
teachers and pupils of private or pub- 
lic schools applying for the privilege. 

In many respects this will be one 
of the most interesting of the long 
series of the Copley Society’s exhibi- 
tions, From a number of private art 
galleries of Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago and other cities 
contributions have been offered to the 
exhibition committee of the Copley 
Society. These works, together with 
the collections of French art on per- 
manent exhibition at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, will give such an opportun- 
ity as has never before been present- 
ed in New England for study of the 
most remarkable group of painters 
of the nineteenth century. Canvases 
by Corot, Millet, Diaz, Daubigny, 
Troyon, Decamps, Rousseau, Michael, 
Courbet and others are included. The 
manager is H. R. Burdick, who has 
had charge of several recent exhibi- 
tions of the Copley Society, 


Paying Contract. 

In a special report sent to the mayor 
and the City Council of Boston this 
week the Finance Commission alleges 
that the city paid $70 per thousand 
for paving blocks to a firm which was 
organized the day the contract was 
awarded, and which bought the na- 
terial from another firm at $62 per 
thousand; that the Bay State Granite 
Company, of which Joseph A. Conry, 
former congressman, is president, re- 
ceived a “gift” of $2,300 in. a con- 
tract. 

The report says that two contracts 
were made by the supply department 
with the Bay State Granite Company, 
each for 500,000 blocks. The contract 
called for the delivery of the blocks 
at $70 per thousand on the wharf. 
Of the amount contracted for only 
283,870 blocks have been delivered. 
The company bought the blocks at $62 
a thousand delivered on the wharf and 
then sold them to the city at $70, mak- 


;ing $8 per thousand by acting as a 


middleman, On the blocks delivered 
it made about $2,300, which the Com- 
mission calls a “gift.” Had the full 
order been delivered the “gift” would 
have been $8,000.

From Shipyard 


Hull 2 P. M.—The cruiser Birming- 
ham has just been sighted.

The battleships Vermont, Rhode 


Island and New Jersey, built at Quin- 
cy are expected to reach Magdelena 
bay today with the Pacifie fleet of 
American warships, 

What's the matter with the Birm- 
ingham? She showed up Wednesday 
with a 25 knot clip. 

Three ventilators bave been installed 
in building No. 60, the large wooden 
building in which submarines are con- 
structed. 

Acrank shaft for the Edward's air 
pump of the Old Colony Street Railway 
Company is being straightened. 

The boiler on barge Gibsob belonging 
to the Staples Coal Company is being 
overhauled and repaired. 

The mud guards on Frank O, Welling- 
ton’s auto have been repaired. 

A board of surveyors, acting under 
orders from Assistant Secretary New- 
berry of the Navy Department, who has 
charge of the bureau of navigation, after 
inspecting the Government battleships 
and cruisers at League Island, said they 
would recommend an appropriation of 
$1,000,000 to be expended on the war 
vessels to bring them upto date. The 
battleship Indiana, cruisers Brooklyn, 
Minneapolis and Columbia and the 
transport Dixie, and the Adams, which 
is being converted for a school ship, are 
at the yard. Nearly $500,000 is wanted 
to improve the Brooklyn. Some of the 
money willalso be used on the Idaho, 
now being built at Cramps’ shipyards. 
To bring the war vessels up to date, it 
is deemed necessary to put in new am- 
munition hoists and batteries of more 
modern pattern, :

MOST TERRIBLE INIQUITY 


Practiced Upon "Mien, Women and 
Children by Slave Owners 

Washington, March 12.—A vivid de- 
scription of atrocities allegedly perpe- 
trated on slave laborers on cocoa pianta- 
tions in islands of Principe and Saint 
Thome, Portuguese West Africa, was 
given in an address on “Children’s 
wives in Africa,” by General Pienaer of 
South Africa, at last night’s session of 
the international congress on the w el- 
fare of the child, under the auspices of 
the National Mothers’ Congress. 

“The atrocities I haye witnessed in 
Portuguese West Africa have taken 
such a hold upon me,” declared Pien- 
aer, “that I have consecrated my life to 
the freeing of the men and women who 
are daily being done to death, and the 
little children whom I have’ seen 
beaten until their blood flowed on the 
round.” 

The speaker said that he had formed 
an association with the intention of pe- 
titioning the Portuguese government, 
and on behalf of the slaves to establish 
missionary settlements to civilize and 
Christianize them and to act as a guard 
ever the slave traders and to report the 
atrocities to the association. He asked 
for the support of the mothers’ con- 
gress in his mission of humanity. 

“Children are torn away from the 
breasts of their mothers and sold as 
slaves,” he continued. “Slaves in the 
employ of their taskmasters are beaten 
to death; men, women and children are 
mutilated. Often after a native has 
been done to death he is quartered and 
the different portions of his body are 
hung on trees to terrorize the other na- 
tives.” >

Professor Bell’s Heavier-Than-Air AND OTHER CARDS 


roplane Travels 319 Feet 

Hammoudsport, N. Y., March 13.— 
Professor A. G. Bell’s new aerodrome, 
the “Red. Wing,” was given its test 
flight over Lake Keuka. After gliding 
over the ice on the lake for about 200 
feet, the aerodrome rose to the height 
of about ten feet and sailed at that ele- 
yation for a distance of 319 feet, at the 
rate of from 25 to 30 miles an hour. 
After having covered this distance, a 
portion of the “tail” gave way and the 
aerodrome was brought down for re- 
pairs. This is declared to be the first 
successful flight of «a heavier- 
than-air flying machine in America. 
The flight was witnessed by a number 
of people. 

The aerodrome was propelled by a 
40-horse-power, eight cylinder, air- 
cooled gasoline motor, weighing 145 
pounds. The propellor was made of 
two blades of steel measuring 6 feet 2 
inches in diameter, having a pitch of + 
feet. The entire machine, with the 
operator, weighed 560 pounds. The 
total supporting surface, including the 
tail and rudder, is 453 square feet, 
which gives a fiving weight of 126 
pounds a square foot.

J. Jeffries. 

The California committee announce 
that the uniforms of the enlisted men, 
far from being a bar to any place of 
amusement, as has sometimes been 
known in other places, will be a mark 
of hospitality and welcome all along the 
Pacific coast. 

There is serious work to be done at 
Magdalena, however, before the sail- 
ors’ thought can turn to the happy days 
of home-coming. Target ranges are to 
be established off the coast of Lower 
California at once and the divisions of 
the fleet will be sent out with big guns 
booming as soon as they are ready. 
Long before the fleet passed through 
the Straits of Magellan the ordnance 
oflicers of the sixteen ships, the turret 
eaptains and heads of the various gun 
crews were busy with details of the 
coming practice, and in the run from 
Callao to Magdalena they completed 
the final arrangements. 

Two target practices are held each 
year in the navy. ‘The spring prac- 
tice has been completed by all the ves- 
sels of the Pacific fleet, and is about to 
be undertaken by the fleet from the At- 
lantic. It is known as the “record prac- 
tice,” because, according to its results, 
four trophies are annually awarded. 
Prize money also in large sums is dis- 


tributed among the gun crews which 
make the best scores at the targets. 
The four trophies are bronze placques,

which are carried by the winning ships 
in four different classes until other 
ships wrest them away at the spring 
practice. The trophies are richly 
prized by the winning crews. The four 
classes are battleships, cruisers, gun- 
boats and torpedo boat destroyers. In 
the battleship class are included the 
state-named armored cruisers of the 
West Virginia and Maryland type, of 
which there are now in commission 
eight in the Pacific fleet. The battle- 
ship trophy is at present in possession 
of the Illinois of the Atlantic fleet, one 
of the four of Evans’ fleet. 

The cruiser trophy is now in posses- 
sion of the crew of the protected cruis- 
er Albany, which is in San Diego har- 
bor, and has just returned from Magda- 
lena with what is believed to be a 
world’s record for rapid and accurate 
fire. The trophy was won last year by 
the Albany's crew while they were on 
the Boston, which is now out of com- 
mission. 

The gunboat trophy is possessed by 
the Princeton and the destroyer trophy 
by the Preble. One each of the trophy 
placques, which bear designs of nayal 
vessels in heavy seas, or gun crews in 
action, is the inscription: 

“Trophy for excellence in naval gun- 
hery. Presented by direction of the 
President of the United States to the 
vessel having the highest score in rec- 
erd target practice.” 

Each year the name of the winning 
ship is engraved on the trophy.

JUSTICE DID NOT DELAY 


Heinrichs’ Murderer Found Guilty 
and Sentenced to Death 
Denver, “arch 13.—“Is there bo ap- 
peal?” These were the only words 
spoken by Guiseppe Alia when fuform 
ed by Interpreter Matter that the jury 
found him guilty of murder in the first 

degree and fixed sentence as death. 

Just eighteen days after firing the 
shot which brought death to Father 
Francis Leo Heinrichs, at the altar in 
St. Elizabeth’s Catholic church, while 
in the act of administering the holy 
sacrament, this wanderer from Italy 
an alleged, but not proven anarchist 
heard his doom. 

In the courtroom not three 
from the church where he committee 
his crime and within the sound of the 
chimes which he said drew him to that 
chureh, Alia received the judgment de 
livered by the jury. Stolid to the last 
he cimply nodded his head and whis 
pered to the interpreter: “Is there no 
appeal?’ Then his chin sank on his 
breast and he made no further com- 
ment. 

'Vhen the jury had been polled the 
judge thanked them for having dene 
their duty and expressed his approval 
of the verdict. Attorney Widdecombe 
of the defense made a motion for a new 
trial and was granted five days in 
which to file papers. The prisoner was 
then ordered to be returned to jail 
pending this action, and the trial, which 
had lasted only three and a half days, 
was over. Under the laws of the state 
Alia cannot be hanged within sixty 
days of the rendering of the verdict. 

There was absolutely no demonstra 
tion in the courtroom when the verdict 
was read by Foreman Johnson. The 
finding had seemed inevitable from the 
beginning and the audience received it 
in silence, apparently satisfied that 
justice had been done.

EDITORIAL. 


In the discussions on the abolition 
of the grade crossings many seem to 
overlook the fact that Granite and 
School streets are fully as important 
as Saville and Water streets. Granite 
street must be improved and Schoo! 
street must be continued on the pres- 
ent lines, either over or under the 
tracks, The great object of continu- 
ing Irving place or Upland road to 
Granite street is to provide an outlat 
to Hancock street for passengers from 


Boston who are landed on the west 
side of the four tracks and not al- 
jowed to cross the tracks. If the 


tracks are depressed to carry Saville 
street and Granite street over the 
twacks, why not carry Irving place 
over also, so that it will be more di- 
rect to the Post Office, The Greenleaf 
and the business centre of the city. 

At South Quincy it will not be easy 
to abolish the grade crossings and 
maintain the granite freight yard at 
its new location. The Daily Ledger 
would suggest that this freight yard 
be moved to the south of Water street 
or north of School street. If to the 
south the depot could be placed any- 
where between Water and School 
streets. By the Board of Trade plans 
passengers from Boston on alighting 
from a train, must cross a freight 
track either on the railroad side of 
the depot or the street side. Such a 
track is dangerous and unsightly, and 
it is an awkward way to enter the 
freight yard from the turnout near 
the ice houses. 

Mr. Cavanagh in his plan has over- 
looked the fact that freight trains 
are not allowed to take a_ siding 
“head on.” The westerly track is the 
southbound track and therefore the 
entrance to the freight yard must be 
from the south, not the north. With 
the tracks elevated it wiil not be pos- 
sible to enter the “new” freight yard 
from the south. 

There is an ideal location for the 
granite freight yard between Schoo! 
street and Granite street near the 
present Quincy freight yard. Freight 
trains could enter it directly, and stone 
teams could enter by a new road from 
Fort Square which could easily be 


extended at level grade to Water 
street. A freight yard with this out- 


let would be very accessible to South 
Quincy granite yards and also to the 
granite quarries in the vicinity of 
Quarry street or Granite street. 

The remoyal of the freight yard 
from Water street will allow other 
improvements, including an extension 
of Liberty street to School street, and 
possibly to the freight yard proposed 
by the Daily Ledger. 


Quincy people are rejoicing in the 
election of a manual training teacher 
for our High school.

Little Mrs. Patten.

Little Mrs. Patten, as we called her, 


though she had registered as Mrs. 
Judge Patten, had arrived without her 
husband because just as they were 
about leaving Chicago an associate 
judge had been taken ill and Judge 
Patten had to sit in a case for him. He 
had sent his wife on and would join 
her within a week. 

At the end of the week the judge did 
not appear.

Wednesday night I went to bed to 
sleep soundly, but I had my plans for 
the following night. 1] am an old bach- 
elor, and I had a room by myself. Lit 
tle Mrs. Patten acted no different from 
the other ladies. She was free to talk 
about the robberies and had taken her 
jewels to the otfice safe or had at least 
handed in a case. She was the thief, 
as you are prepared to hear, but not 
one professional detective in a hundred 
would have had the slightest suspicion 
of her. 

When I went to bed Thursday night 
I did something very smart. I crawled 
under instead of into the bed. I ex 
pected the thief to come, and I meant 
to make a capture. 1 had a blackjack 
with me and ropes for tying the rascal, 
and at that date I could handle almost 
any man I came across. Nothing oc 
curred up to midnight, but an hour 
later I heard and felt some one in the 
room. Whoever it was could not have 
slipped over or under the slat door. He 
must have entered by the window. He 
was searching about for my clothes 
when I called out that if be moved 
hand or foot I would shoot, and I then 
began to crawl] from under the bed. 
When I struck a light I had the room 
to myself. 

I didn’t sit down and wonder if I 
hadn’t been deceived.

Police Claim to Have Strong Evidence 
Against Wilson 
San Francisco, March 14.—Several 


large cities have asked for the sur- 
render to them of E. M. Wilson, arrest- 
ed at a hotel with his wife, on a charge 
of attempting to cash a check for $1000, 
bearing the forged signature of Gov- 
ernor Guild of Massachusetts. Chief 
of Detectives Kelly says he bas enough 
evidence, indluding cheekbooks, a per- 
forating machine, bankbooks and hotel 
silverware to have Wilson prosecuted 
here. Mrs. Wilson is still held at the 
city jail. She said: 

“IT am the divorced wife of a Baptist 
clergyman named Webb, who is now 
filling a puipit either in Grand Rapids, 
Mich., or Baltimere. He is the father 
of my little daughter, now 7 years old. 
I was married to Wilson because I 
loved him, and | still honor and believe 
in him. Some awful mistake has been 
made in his arrest.”* 

In the event that Wilson is not prose- 
cuted here he probably will be taken to 
Denver, where he is said to be wanted 
for passing worthless checks at a hotel. 

Heavy Postoffice Appropriation

of fire rang through the house and

A rush was made for the doors and 
}soon hundreds of people were pushing 
and shoving to force their way down 
ithe stairs to the street. With visions 
of a theatre fire horror vivid in his mind, 
Manager O'Connell of the theatre 
jumped for the stage with the first cry, 
turned on the lights, rang the fire alarm 
and then calmly addressed the audience, 
in an endeavor to prevent a panic and 
to announce that the fire was not se 
rious. 

Manager O'Connell might not have 
proven entirely successful in his efforts 
if it had not been for firemen who ar- 
rived early on the scene. They forced 
their way into the theatre, scattered 
among the crowd and enforced quiet 


to all |} and order, with the result that in a few 


minutes the house was entirely emptied 
and not a person had been seriously in- 
jured. 

The firemen then gave their attention 
to the fire, which had started in a smok- 
ing room on the seeond floor, presum 
ably from a cigaret butt, and put it out 
after $200 damage had been done.

There has been au increase in the 
number of prisoners of 111 percent 
since 1906. Ip January, 1908, the total 
number was 159,587 and in February 
165,580, of which 12,000 were political 
prisoners.

Minneapolis, March 16.—Judge Will- 
fam Lochren of the United States dis 
trict court announces that he will re- 
sign his position on the federal bench, 
effective May 31. Lochren is 76 years 
of age, and has been on the federal 
bench for twelve years. 


Landis Fines a Man One Cent 

Chicago, March 16.—United States 
Judge Landis, who startled the financial 
world by imposing a fine of $29,000,000 
upon the Standard Oil company for re- 
bating, went to the other extreme by 
fining an offender 1 cent.

Has Placed State of Maine Un- 
der Eternal Obligation 


TREATY OF COLONIAL DAYS 


Guaranteed That State Would Always 
See That Penobscots and Passama- 
quoddys Snould Never Want--Dis- 


crepancy Discovered In Fund 


Augusta, Me., March 16.—An eternal 
obligation binding the state of Massa- 
chusetts, and later assumed by the state 


of Maine, to care for the Penobscot and 
Passamaquoddy Indians in return for 
their patriotism and loyaity to the colon 
ists in the days of the struggle for inde- 
pendence with Great Britain, has come 
to prominence in considering means for 
the relief of the remnants of these two 
tribes now living within the boundaries 


| of the state. 


The ludians have passed through a 
hard winter. Clever in basketry, they 


| have for many summers made a_ con- 


siderable profit from the sale of their 


| products, but last summer the trade 


was unusually poor. There were not 
as many calls for the services of the 


| Indian guides during the hunting sea- 


son last fall, and their two sources of 
independent income thus being reduced, 
a severe drain was caused on the stute’s 
Indian fund, with the result that the 
tribesmen have been obliged to pass 
through the winter in less ease than 
heretofore. 

The Indian fund of Maine had tts 
origin indirecfly in an act of the legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts in the interum 
between the Declaration of Independ 
ence of the United States and the adop- 
tion of the Constitution, when the state 
legislatures exercised the right of mak- 
ing treaties. 

The Penobscot and Passamaquoddy 


| Indians in the district of Maine fought 


with the colonists for freedom. After 


| the establishment of peace the Massa- 
| chusetts legislature made a treaty with 
| the Indians, setting aside several town 


ships of land for their use and guaran 
teeing to them and their descendants 


| forever that the state would always 
‘stand between them and want. Wheu 


Maine separated from Massachusetts 


| 
and became a state she assumed the 
' 


obligations of the treaty. Later a law 


|} Was passed, opening the Indian town 


ships to sale and the money received 


{ : . ° 
} Was put into a fund for the support of 
| the Indians. 


The moneys for the Indian fund were 


| turned Into the state treasury and used 


for general purposes, but the state us 


} sumed an eternal obligation to pay an 
j nually 6 percent interest on the fund. 


and in case the interest was not used 
for the support and needs of the Indians 


| that it should be added to the principal 


and draw interest as part of the origina! 
fund. 

The Indian fund was recently reported 
by former State Treasurer Smith as 
amounting to $73,828.48. Present 
State Auditor Hatch has discovered 
that a discrepancy exists and that the 
state actually owes the Indians $16,900 
more than they are credited with, or a 
total of $90,737.48. 

The correction is on a basis of com 
pound interest in accordance with the 
early legislation that all unpaid inter- 
est shall be added each year to the prin 
cipal of the fund. Hatch desires that 
the Indian fund be credited with the 
amount strictly due it and it is pre- 


| sumed that the matter will be taken up 


by the next legislature. The annual in- 
terest will then be $1041.54 larger than 
at present, but not large enough to obvi- 
ate the necessity of making specia! ap- 
propriations for the aid of the Indians, 

‘The last legislature appropriated S$Z5,- 
823.40 for the prospective needs of the 
Revienacos Indians for two years. Of 
this, $350 was In special appropriations 
for repairs on the schoolhouse and 
church, S987 straight appropriation for 
needs of the Indians for 1907, with a 
like amount for 1908, while in addition 
$3282 is turned over annually for the 
Indians’ share of the land and shore 
rental for river driving rights on the 
Penobscot river, and the annual inter- 
est payments have heretofore been 
$4429.70. 

The Penobscot tribe is clustered to- 
gether on a small island in the Penob- 
scot river, within the limits of the city 
of Old Town, and has a membership of 
388. The Passamaquoddy tribe is set- 
tled in the extreme eastern part of the 
state, near Calais, and numbers 463. 

The problem of straightening out the 
Indian fund and providing for the fu- 
ture of this race, whose wants seem to 
increase as their numbers decrease, 
will constitute one of the important 
problems of the next state | legislature. 


Says Morse Is Solvent 
New York, March 16.—In a state- 
ment issued by counsel for Charles W. 
Morse, declaration is made that the 
indicted banker believes that he is able 


to pay all his just debts. Morse’s coun- | 


sel further says that all legal rights 
and remedies will be invoked to accom- 


plish the settlement of obligations. He ! 


adds that Morse is solvent and that all 
attempts to petition him into bank- 
ruptcy will be fought. 


Bogus Japanese Passports 

Tokio, March 16.—The government 
has unearthed a fraudulent passport 
manufacturer at Omori, a Seaport in 
northern Japan. Several arrests haye 
been made, including two police offi- 
cers, Who are charged with having sold 
over 300 passports to America for 800 
yen each.

All bolts which are improperly set 
are being replaced with T handle 
bolts. Several of what might be 
called sub-exit doors are also to be 
changed. 

Henry J. Bardwell, state inspector 
of factories does not recommend out- 
side fire escapes on school buildings. 
He lays considerable stress upon hay- 
ing good main exits, and one fire ex- 
tinguisher on each floor. He also 
recommended placing steps in the 
school rooms opposite each window 
having access to a fire escape. 

One main entrance to the John 
Hancock school is entirely closed up. 
The Commissioner was unable to see 
any reason for this. 

Some of the buildings are equipped 
with water standpipes and cotton 
hose, which the Commissioner does 
not understand has ever been inspect- 
ed since installation. He recommends 
that the valves and hose be _ tested 
once a year by the Fire department. 

Another condition he found that 
prevailed in some buildings was rub- 
bish in the cellars, but the janitors 
were not under his jurisdiction. 

He says that the State inspector 
has ordered a few changes made at 
the High school in connection with 
fire protection. 

Accompanying the Commissioner's 
letter was a table giving the num- 
ber of pupils in each building, number 
of main exits, kind of construction, 
fire extinguishers, spring lock doors 
opening outward, bolts properly set, 
number of fire escapes, standpipes 
and hose, fire drill in minutes and 
cost of installing stand pipes. 

The table also makes these notes 
about the different buildings: 

Adams—Back doors found bolted; 
fire escapes do not reach the ground; 
hydrant should be set nearer school. 

Coddington—Heated by stoves set 
opposite fire escape windows; fire es- 
capes poor; steps should be placed 
at fire escape windows. 

Gridley Bryant—Two small 
opening in. 

High School—Has fire tower stair- 
way. 

John Hancock— T handle -bdolts 
wanted; repair stairs; open main en- 
trance now closed; door on top floor. 

Lincoln—Two entrance doors open 
in; gong poor and set too high. 

Massachusetts Fields—Two 
doors open in. 

Willard— Stairs rather narrow, 
windows nailed in or hinged in 
centre; hall not used often; fire hose 
never tested; found bolt on door 
which child could not open. 

Wollaston—Ladder does not extend 
to the ground; shelves in front of 
windows; fix outside door.

DISMISS 


Vote of Wollaston 
Unitarian Society 
110 to 58 Against 
Rev. E. W. Hunt 


An important parish meeting of the 
Wollaston Unitarian church was held 
on Monday evening when friends and 
opponents of Rev. E. W. Hunt 
gathered to act on a single article in 
the warrant: To see what action the 
society will take for dissolving the 
relations of pastor and church. 
About 175 were present, all legai 
voters of the parish; all others in- 
cluding the pastor and the press be- 
ing excluded. Dr. C. S. Adams, the 
chairman of the parish committee, 
presided. 

Before taking any action, a letter 
from the pastor read, reviewing what 


had transpired between the parish 
committee and himself, 
It was then moved by Walter J. 


Wellington that the relations of pas- 
tor and church be dissolved forthwith, 
but date from May 1. 

Walter E. Simmons, in seconding 
the motion, spoke for harmony in the 
parish, believing the church should 
stand by its doctrines. 

Gen. T. R. Matthews and Frederick 
Il. Bishop spoke against the motion 
and in support of the pastor, Mr. 
Bishop did not wish the church to go 
on record before the public for 
narrowness in belief, or that the 
pastor should have an opportunity to 
pose as a martyr. 

J. J. Henry asked some pertinent 
questions bearing on the subject. 

There was little or no acrimony 
however, in the discussion, and when 
the vote was taken it stood 110 yes 
and 58 nay, and the chairman de- 
clared the motion carried to dissolve 
the pastorate of Rey. E. W. Hunt. 

The parish committee was em- 
powered to supply the pulpit until 
such time as a new pastor shall be 
called. 

A member of the parish committee 
told the representative of the Daily 
Ledger after the meeting, that the 
members of the committee had uo 
personal feelings against Rev. Mr. 
Hunt, but that they had acted purely 
for the best interests of the society 
as they saw it. 

Rev. Mr. Hunt when interviewed 
said: “I accept the decision, without 
regret, and I wish the society every 
success commensurate with the un- 
fortunate position to which they have 
committed themselves, At the same 
time, I must express my sincere ad- 
miration and respect for the 68 men 
and women who, against the alleged 
claim that they were bound to support 
the committee and against the unjust 
interview of Secretary Wilson of the 
association, strove so valiantly to up- 
hold the freedom of the pulpit and 
the cause of Unitarianism. 

“I have lost my position, but 
neither my principles nor my self- 
respect. I am down, but my flag Is 
still flying. Many friends in Wollas- 
ton and in Boston whose judgment I 
respect and value think that I have 
a religious message to preach and 
that there are people in Boston who 
desire to hear it. 

“I shall preach, 
Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock a 
simple religious service in Potter 
Hall, in the Century building, Hunt- 
ington avenue, on the ‘New Religious 
Healing,’ and the public are cordially 
invited to attend.” 

The Daily Ledger has also inter- 
viewed’ a friend of the late pastor a5 
to the future of the church, While 
regreting the action, he thought new 
interest would be stirred up in the 
church. That those who have staid 
away of late would feel compelled to 
rally to the support of the church, 
and that the parish would work 
unitedly.

Washington, March 17—Admission

No one saw the accident, but it 
is supposed that when the first charge 
was set off the remainder exploded. 


Amnesty For Political Offenders 

Paris, March 17.—The cabinet has 
prepared and submitted to parliament 
a bill granting a general amnesty to all 
those who committed political offenses 
in the summer of 1907 in connection 
with the viticultural crisis. Exemp- 
tion from the amnesty will include the 
government employes, such as post- 
men, who were discharged for joining 
the unions against the orders of the 
government, 


Rebate Fines Legally Imposed 

Washington, March 17.—By a divi- 
sion of five to three, the supreme court 
of the United States affirmed the deci- 
sion of the United States circuit court 
of appeals for the eighth circuit, impos- 
ing fines on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railway company for granting, 
and the packers of Kansas City, Kan., 
for accepting, rebates on shipments of 
packers’ products intended for export.

States Sends War Vesse! to Port 


au Prince as a Precaution 


Washington, March 17—An Amer- | 
ican war vessel, probably the gunboat 
Eagle, is now on the way from Guan- 
tanamo to Port au Prince, Hayti, where 
the Haytien government on 
summarily executed a number ot 
leged revolutionists. 

The vessel is not sent there because 
of any serious apprehension on the part 
of the officials here that American inter- 
ests at Port au Prince or at other points 
in Haiti are in serious danger, but as a 
mutter of precaution. The decision to 
send a war vessel was reached after 
the officials had read the newspaper 
accounts of the executions, supple- 
mented by the information which the 
state department received from = the 
island. | 

It is asserted that General VFirmin 
the Haitien revolutionary leader, now 
a refugee in the French consulate at 
Gonaives, is at the head of another revo- | 
lutionary movement against the 
stituted authorities aud it is believed 
that the shooting of the Haitiens at 
Port au Prince is the direct result of 
the discovery of this fact. | 

The statement that Firmin was fo- 
Inenting another revolutionary move- 
ment is made in a dispatch received 
here by Mr. Leger, the Haitien minister 
The dispatch said in effect that letters | 
from Firmin to Haitiens in Port au 
Prince had been intercepted by the 
government, and that eleven persons to 
whom these letters were directed had 
been arrested. ‘The impression at the 
legation is that these are the persons’ 
who were shot Sunday 

It is not believed at the state depart- 
ment that foreign interests in Haiti 
are seriously menaced. The disposi- | 
tion of the administration is to keep 
hands off and give the people of Haiti 
an opportunity to work out their own 
salvation. It is realized that in deal- 
ing with revolutionary movements | 
stern repressive measures often are 
necessary, and the impression here is 
that it is not the part of the American 
government to interfere with the acts, 
of our neighbors unless the situation is | 
such that our interests are in jeopardy | 
or that broad humanitarian measures 
require us to interfere. 

Most of tbe revolutionary refugees in 
Haiti are in the French consulate at 
Gonalves, where, in addition to Firmin, | 
there are about seventy native Haitiens | 
seeking shelter. The Haitien govern-| 
ment is anxious that these men shall be | 
required to quit the country, but the 
friends of the refugees are opposed to 
sending them away. The government) 
believes that if they are permitted to re- 
main it will not be iong before they will 
be engaged in another revolutionary 
movement.

Alleged Proof Against Firman 

Port au Prince, Haiti, March 17.— 
The Haitien government's activity in 
summarily dealing with a number of al-| 
leged conspirators in a threatened up- 
rising has had the effect of causing 
anxiety in the hearts of many, for it is 
pot known where the next blow may 
fall, or how far-reaching the revolution-; 
ary trouble may be. 

The statement is made officially that 
the government, haying come into pos- 
session of proofs that General Firmin, 
the leader of the late unsuccessful revo- 
lutionary movement, who is now a ref- 
ugee in the French consulate at Gona- 
ives, had organized, through corre- 
spondence, a new insurrection in Port 
au Prince, decided upon the arrest of 
the principal conspirators. This upris-. 
ing, the statement continues, had as 
its object the overthrow of the govern-| 
ment and the assassination of the 
president and it was discovered through | 
the interception of letters sent by Fir- 
min to a number of his adherents and 
others in an attempt to enlist them in 
the new movement. 

The conspirators were taken by sur- 
prise with arms and munitions in their 
possession and were executed forth- 
with. The chief conspirator, Massillon 
Coicou, before he was executed, gave 
the names of several military officers 
who, he declared, were implicated in 
the plot. The men have been placed 
under arrest and will be given a irial, 
it is stated, before a regular court. 


Possibility of a Massacre 

Paris, March 17.—A dispatch from 
Port au Prince states that it appears 
that the situation is likely to be still fur- 
ther complicated by the caste hatred be- 
tween the blacks and mulattos. Every- 
one dreads the possibility of a massacre 
of the Europeans by the Haitien troops 
on the arrival of the warships. 

The dispatch declares that it is under- 
stood there that Germany will take ac- 
tion if the government executes more 
rebels. President Nord Alexis, how- 
eyer, seems quite unmoved at the pros-| 
pect of a naval demonstration.

This diversion soon} 
gave Way to ua fusillade of rocks, and 
when the police were called to quel! 
the disorder the yells of derision sent 
up by the young men brought rein- 
forcements from every direction. As 
the attacking party grew wilder, its 
aim broadened proportionately and 
windows of the upper stories of ~ the 
building and those of neighboring busi 
ness places began to crash. 

Finding the police unable to subdue 
the rioters, Mayor Henderson sum- 
moned the fire department. Several 
police officers had been felled with fly- 
ing missiles and others fought ou hat- 
less after their helmets had been 
stolen to decorate some student's den. 
The firemen had no sooner laid their 
line of hose to the scene to give the mob 
a drenching than a detachment of the 
boys captured a hundred feet of the hose 
and ran yelling down the street with it.

On Monday, Mrs. E. D. Henry and 
Mrs. A. G. Wells, who reside near 
Thornley’s parents at Montclair, were 
to meet him to go house hunting, it 
being planned to hire a house joint- 
RY. 

They were to meet him at Newcomb 
square, where they went. Thornley 
| did not keep the appointment, and 
they then went to the house on Saville 
street. While they were talking with 
him, he informed them that he had 
| taken arsenic. One then ran to the 
office of Dr. Garey, and the other 
started to make a mustard emetic. As 
they did so a shot rang out. 

Rushing in they saw Thornley on 


the floor with a 32 calibre revolver in 


his hand. Mrs. Henry shouted for 
help, and Mr. Bates rushed up stairs, 
taking the revolver from the man’s 
hand and placing it on the mantel 


shelf. By this time Dr. Garey arrived 
and pronounced the man dead, word 
was sent to Medical Examiner Jones 
/and Officer Murray. 
} Mrs, Thornley called at the rooms 
|} of Undertaker Hall on Monday night 
to claim the body. She knew of no 
 yeason why he should have taken his 
;own life. Friends say that he has 
| been acting queerly of late. 

It was reported Monday that Thorn- 
ley had another wife living. Investi- 
' gation, however, showed that he had 
| been married before, but he had been 
divorced, and that his marriage with 
the Tuohey girl was perfectly legal.

Newsy Budget 
From Shipyard 


A new perescope is being made for 
the submarine Octopus. 

Eight nickle steel shafts have been 
annealed and oil tempered for the Gen- 
eral Electric Company. 

Work on the light vessels is progress- 
ing rapidly, and one will be launched 
in a very short time. 

Some interesting details are published 
of the new British battleship Colling- 
wood, the first of a new group of vessels 
which mark a considerable advance 
upon the Dreadnought. In general out- 
ward design they will not exhibit much 
difference, though they will be 1300 tons 
heavier, but inthe interior arrangements 
there will be important differences. 
The heel and forefvot will be rather 
more cut away, and the double rudders 
huog on a different principle, with a 
view to diminishing the turning circle 
of the ship. ‘The turbines are expected 
to develop nearly 3000 horse-power 
more than those of the Dreadnought, 
and to give.a knot more speed—twenty- 
two knots. ‘The propeller arrangement 
will probably be different, fewer screws 


being used. Oil fuel will be used in 
very large degree, and the saving of 


weight effected in this direction is 
expected to result in an equally 
radius of actton, notwithstanding the 
increase in boiler power. One secret in 
the new battleships will be the arrange- 
ment of water-tight bulkheads, both 
longitudinal and tranverse, under the 
armored deck, so as to render the ships 
practically torpedo proof. It is claimed 
that tne ball may be pierced below 
water twenty times in a length of one 
hundred feet without destroying the 
buoyancy of the ship. The armor will 
be very similar to that of the Dread- 
nought,

Sperry Will Take Battleships 
en Round-the-World Journey 


HAS BRILLIANT NAVALRECORD | 


Served 


Directed Movements 


In Various Capacities and 
In Thrilling 


Campaign Which Resulted In ‘‘Hare 


and Hounds" Expedition 
Washington, March 18.—Rear <Ad- 

mhiral Sperry will be commauder-in 

chief of the Atlantic battleship fleet 
when it leaves San Francisco in July 
to encircle the globe. Rear Admiral | 
Evans, who retires in August, will be 
relieved of the command at the conclu- 
sion of the big naval review at San 
Francisco on May 8. Rear Admiral 
Thomas will command the fleet on its 
visit to Puget sound and until the home- 
ward journey begins. He has been sec- 
ond in command during the voyage 
and retires in October. 

Admiral Sperry, who is to bring the 
“big sixteen” back to the Atlantic 
coast, has had long and distinguished 
service in the navy. He is a native of | 
New York, but is accredited to Connecti 
cut in his appointment to the naval! 
academy. He became a rear admiral in 
May, 1906. 

During the war with Spain Sperry 
Was equipment officer in the New York 
navy yard. Afterward he was given 
command of the Yorktown in the 
Philippine waters, and directed the} 
movements of the landing party on the | 
eastern shore of Luzon, which is now 
regarded as one of the most thrilling in- 
cidents of the campaign against Agui- 
naldo. 

The landing party of the Yorktown 
was captured by Aguinaldo’s men. | 
Some of them were wounded, and all 
were taken priseners. Then began | 
the famous chase of the insurgents and 
their prisoners throughout the length 
of the island, resulting in the release of 
the men at Aparri, on the northern ex- } 
tremity of Luzon. The officers and sol-

diers who went to the rescue of the 
Yorktown’s men were popularly known 
as the “hare and hound” expedition, 
and untold hardships were endured. 

As one of the officers under Adniral 
Walker, Sperry helped to make success- 
ful the picturesque voyage of the “white 
squadron,” which visited Europe and 
South America in 1891-93. From aia 
command of the New Orleans on the 
China station, Admiral Sperry became | 
president of the war college. His next 
detail was to the last Hague peace con- 
ference, where he went as one of the 
American delegates. 

Returning from The Hague, he was 
given sea duty and assigned to com-; 
mand the fourth division of the Atlantic 
fleet, in which capacity he has made the 
trip around the Horn with Admiral 
Evans.

CALLED “PREMATURE” 


Textile Executive Committee Opposed 
to Reductidn In Wages 

Fail River, Mass,, Match 18.—The ex- 

ecutive committee of the United Textile 

Workers of America protested the 

recent wage cut of the mill men. The 


members called the reduction “prema- 
ture.” In addition they said, in their 
resolutions: “The council reaffirms its 
previously expressed opinion that cur- 
tailment in wages is not the best rem- 
edy for the present condition of this 
industry.” 

The committee voted to increase the 
per capita tax from 10 to 15 cents per 
member per quarter, commencing June 
80, 1908. This matter was settled by a 
rather close vote. Four of the local 
unions had voted against the proposi- 
tion, the weavers, carders, slasher 
tenders and loomfixers’ unions. 

The strike of carpet weavers of Low- 
ell was Giscussed. It was voted to con- 
tinue this strike and to have the spe- 
cial assessment continued upon all of 
the unions affillated with the national 
organization. 


Shipwrecked Survivors Sent Home 

3oston, March 18.—Thirty-two Brit- 
ish citizens, who had been in three re- 
cent shipwrecks, were sent to Yar- 
mouth, N. 8., on steamship Prince Ar- 
thur by the British consul. ‘The party 
included seven of the crew of the brig 
James Daly, twenty-one men and one 
woman taken off the wrecked steamer 
Beta and three of the crew of the 
wrecked schooner Marjorie J. Sumner. 
The survivors of the Beta and Sumner 
wrecks were a second time shipwrecked 
last Saturday on their way to Boston, 
when steamer Sylvla went ashore in 
Vineyard sound.

March 18.—Former 
City Liquor Agent Peter O'Connor was 
arrested on complaint of County Attor- 
ney Connell, alleging embezzlement to 
the amount of $2783.26. The arrest was 
made as a result of the auditing of the 
accounts for the purpose of endeavor 
ing to find out the cause for the deti 
ciency in the agency accounts. O’Con- 
nor gave bail in the sum of $2S00. 


Proposition to Granite Cutters 
Barre, Vt., March 18.—A new propo- 


sition respecting the wage scale for 
granite cutters working in the Barre 


quarries has been accepted by the cut- 
ters and, pending the settlement of 
minor details in disagreement, seems to 
forecast an early settlement of the 
Strike. In the main it stipulates that 
87% cents should constitute the mini- 
mum wage per hour for cutters. 


Poles Are Returning Home 
Chicopee, Mass., March 18.—Three 
hundred Poles, who have been em 


ployed in the cotton mills here and at 
Chicopee Falls, have left for Poland, 
and others are making arrangements 
to go. The exodus is due to the short 
time in the mills. A similar movement 
is in progress at Holyoke, where a re- 
duction of 10 percent will be made in 
the cotton mills on Mareh 30. 


To Increase Capital Stock 

Boston, Mareh 18.—A special meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Boston 
and Northern and Old Colony Street 
Railway companies was beld here, at 
which authority was granted for an ap- 
plication for the approval of the issue of 
$2,000,000 of preferred capital stock. 
Of the amount $1,250,000 is for the Bos- 
ton and Northern road and $750,000 for 
the Old Colony. 


Hackenschmidt Makes Good 

Boston, March 18.—George Hacken- 
schmidt, the Russian wrestler, defeated 
three men here last night. In the first 
event he defeated Perelli in four anda 
half minutes. Next he got the better 
of Albert Auvery, who claims to be 
champion of France, in three minutes. 
Hackenschmidt disposed of Emil Stege- 
miller in four minutes. 


Assignment of Furniture Firm 

Boston, March 18.—The A. B. & E. L. 
Shaw company, furniture manufac- 
turers and dealers, making a specialty 
of church furniture, have made an as- 
signment of their stock and fixtures. 
The firm has offices in Boston and a fac- 
tory at East Cambridge. 


Real Estate Agent’s Heavy Debts 

Boston, March 18.—With liabilities 
amounting to $217,984, Edward L. Rog- 
ers, a real estate agent of Sudbury, has 
filed a voluntary petition in bankruptey. 
The assets are given as $760, repre- 
sented in debts due on open accounts. 


Money For Oriental Bank Depositors 

New York, Mareh 18.—The appellate 
division of the supreme court upheld the 
decision by Justice O'Gorman of the 
Supreme court, vacating the receiver- 
ship of the Oriental bank. This will 
permit the Oriental bank to carry out 
the agreement with the Metropolitan 
‘Trust company, whereby the latter will 
advance the money with which to pay 
off the depositors of the Oriental bank. 


Death of Senator Whyte 

3altimore, March 18.—United States 
Senator William P. Whyte died last 
night. He was taken ill while in Wash- 
ington last Thursday and returned here. 
Erysipelas developed and bis condition 
became worse.

GREAT PANICSTARTED 


Nerves of the People of Port au 
Prince Are “on Edge” 


BRITISH CRUISER’S SALUTE 


Sent Officers, Soldiers and Citizen 
Scurrying About the City--Foreign- 
ers In No Present Danger--Foreign 


Powers May Take Action 


Port au Prince, March 18.—The Brit- 
ish cruiser Iudefatigable and the Ger- 
man cruiser Bremen have arrtived here 
under orders from their scemanisl 


to give full protection to any foreign 
residents in Port au Prince, in case 
their lives or interests are threatened. 
An American warship is expected to ar- 


rive here at any moment. 

At presant the city is quiet, but there 
is an underlying current of anxiety, as 
evidenced by the fact that a veritable, 
panic was caused by the booming of a 
heavy gun on the British cruiser wheu 
she came to anchor in the port. 
The Indefatigable announced 
arrival by three cannon shots, and the 
detonations almost terrorized the peo- 
ple. Surprised by the sudden alarm, 
officers and soldiers alike rushed pre 
cipitately to their posts. Women and 
children ran about hither and thither, in | 
seeming despair, crying hysterically, 
and it was some little time before they 
could be reassured and calm restored. |

He made a statement in which he de- 
nied absolutely that the government en- 
tertained hostile sentiments toward 
foreigners. President Alexis and his 
ministers also gave assurances of the 
utmost good feeling towards all foreign- 
ers who were pursuing their duties 
peacefully in Haytt. 

While conditions have been disturbed | 
here for a considerable length of time, 
reaching their climax during the last 
week, there appears to be no present 
danger to foreigners residing here. 
The great majority of them seem to be 
attending to their business affairs in 
perfect security, and the president and 
the government have proclaimed that 
order will be maintained at whatever 
cost. 


What Foreign Powers May Do 

Paris, March 18.—A special dispatch 
received here from Port au Prince states 
that the representatives of the foreign 
powers there have decided that unless 
there is a rapid settlement of the pres- 
ent crisis they will formulate a demand 
for the resignation of President Alexis 
and the formation of a provisional gov- 
ernment, to be followed immediately 
by elections. 

Meantime, no further executions will 
be permitted. Arrangements have 
been made, continues the dispatch, 
with the commanders of the German 
cruiser Bremen and the British cruiser 
Indefatigable to land marines at a sig- 
nal from the legations. Minister of 
War Colestin has brought reinforce- 
ments from Gonaives by order of the 
president and he is manning the town 
defenses. The presence of the war- 
ships appears to have had a salutary 
effect.

Mrs. Park traced the development of 
the miniature, its varied uses and 
forms, its fragility, the havoc made 
by sun, damp and heat upon it, called 
attention to the famous collections 
and in telling of one and another of 
the miniature painters gave an ex- 
cellent idea of his or her specialty and 
told many an interesting story. She 
traced the miniature to the present 
day and said finally. “One cannot tell 
stories and romances about living min- 
iaturists, so, as we have an opportuni- 
ty to form our opinion of these charm- 
ing portraits and to meet and know 
the living painters, I will merely call 
your attention to that which you must 
all have noticed that the technique of 
the miniature has changed and broad- 
ened until it has now often the effect 
of a spirited water color drawing on 
ivory or card. It is true that many 
of Cosway’s miniatures were done in 
a very rapid, sketchy style but the 
elder miniature is quite the reverse 
with its overlayers of tiny lines.” She 
called attention to an exhibition now 
being held in Boston and to special 
portraits shown in the rooms also to 
valuable reproduction in a book on 
the miniature, owned and loaned for 
the day by Mrs, Saville.

Sickness of Governor Guild Has 
Reached Critical Stage 


HAS RHEUMATISM AND GRIP 


Consultation of Physicians Shows 
Bay State’s Chief Executive to Be 
In Serious Condition--Announce- 
ment Entirely Unexpected 
Boston,

ernor So seriously ill late yesterday that

moned. The two physicians agreed 
with Winslow that the governor was 
seriously ill and in a critical condition. 

Attorpey General Malone remained 
at the governor's residence last night. 
When asked as to the exact condition 
of Guild he said that he was suffering 
from a complication of diseases. 

Governor Cuild’s last public appear- 
ance was on the evening of March 3, 
when he delivered an address at the an- 
nual dinner of the Republican Club of 
Massachusetts, at which Seeretary of 
War Taft was present. Soon after- 
ward the governor was obliged to ab- 
sent himself from the state house. His 
physician found that he was suffering 
from a severe attack of rheumatism 
and the grip. The grip greatly weak- 
ened him and his condition was fur- 
ther threatened by loss of sleep due to 
severe rheumatic pains. 

On Tuesday his condition showed 
some improvement, which appeared to 
be fully maintained yesterday morn- 
ing. As the day proceeded, however, 
it became evident to his physician that 
the governor’s condition was less fa- 
vorable. An examination showed that 
he was critically ill and it was decided 
to call in Shattuck and Joslin. Their 
diagnoses confirmed the report of Win- 
slow. 

It is stated that all hope has not been 
abandoned and that a fatal termination 
of the governor's illness is not looked 
for within the next twelve hours. 

Dr. Winslow has been in constant at- 
tendance, while a nurse has watched 
the governor day and night. While the 
reports of the governor's condition have 
been uniformly good, yet the private in- 
formation of the governor's close friends 
at the state house has been that the at- 
tending physician has been anxiously 
watching lest complications affecting 
the heart make the condition of Gulld 
most serious. 

While the governor has been sick 
Lieutenant Governor Draper has been 
acting governor and has signed those 
measures requiring executive approval. 

The announcement that Guild's con- 
dition had become critical was a_ se- 


vere shock to his relatives, friends and | 


state officers. It had been generally 
supposed that the governor was mak- 
ing fair progress toward recovery, and 
it was not known that any serious de- 
velopments would occur.

That can be easily demonstrated by leg- 
islative inquiry. The receivers I have 
named have been satisfactory to the 
depositors.”

Tourt Says It Cannot Be Found 
Through Medium o° Money 
Boston, March 19.—"The perpetuation 
of the human race cannot be termed a 
says an interesting de- 


voluntary act,” 
cision of the supreme court, written by 
Justice Rugg, setting aside a verdict for 
damages given by a jury in the superior 
court and ordering a new trial of the 
case. 

Mrs. Mary Sullivan sued the Old 
Colony Street Railway company for 
20,000, the grounds for the damages 
being alleged mental suffering by her 
caused by the death of a child born four- 
teen months after the accident. The 
child was born to Mrs. Sullivan July 5, 
1906, and died within forty-eight hours. 
The mother was injured while a passen- 
ger on one of the company’s cars April 
7, 1905. 

The jury which tried the case in the 
superior ceurt awarded Mrs, Sullivan 
$2100 damages. Counsel for the Old 
Colony company appealed the case to 
the supreme court, which decided in 
their favor. 

Judge Rugg in the decision says in 
part: “Wealth brings no consolation to 
those who mourn. The grief occasioned 
by the death of loved ones touches 
chords in the human sout which lie 
outside the compass of pecuniary re- 
lief. ‘The mental sufferings for which 
damages can be recovered are limited 
to those which result to the person in- 
jured, the necessary or natural conse 
quence of the physical injury.” 

Would Cut Telephone Rates 

Boston, March 19.—Reduction of the 
telephone toll rate between the city ex- 
changes apd suburban exchanges with- 
in a five-mile radius of the business 
centre of Boston, from 10 cents to 5 
cents for a five-minute conversation, a 
complete appraisal of the property of 
the New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, and a thorough study 


of telephone traffic are among the 
recommendations made to the high- 


way commission by Professor Jackson 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, an acknowledged expert in tele- 
phone matters. 


Bill Killed For Second Time 

Boston, March 19.—After a two days’ 
debate, the house sustsined the ad 
verse committee report on the so-called 
public opinion bill, a measure which 
permits the voters to pass upon mat 
ters of public policy and instruct leg- 
islative representatives. The vote 
sustaining the committee was 114 to 8S 
Last year the bill met a similiar fate by 
a margin of one yote. 


Protest of Textile Council 
Lowell, Mass., March 19.—The Low- 
ell Textile Council has sent a letter to

This conclusion is the one reached by 
the three members who constituted the 
subcommittee to consider tram porta- 
tion matters, namely, Joseph B. Warner, 
George G. Crocker and Charles IF. 
Adams, representing respectively the 
law, transportation and capital in the 
full board. 

Minority reports against monopoly in 
the state’s railroad facilities 
mitted by the other two commissioners, 
William L. Douglas and James R. Cro- 
zier, representatives respectively of 
manufactures and labor, the minority 
members not having discussed the find- 
ings with the majority because of 
Douglas’ absence 
the recent date of Crozier’s 
shooting of Commissioner Cohen. 

As a condition of the merger the re- 
port urges that the state insist on recip- 
rocal use of terminals and docks by al! 
three railroad systems converging at 
Boston. It suggests wherein and to

merger. It proposes as a means of 
temporarily removing the New Haven

Explaining the scope of the present 
report, the commission states that, al- 
though its powers allowed any investi- 
gation bearing on the future of the in- 
dustries of the commonwealth, the lim- 
itation to the merger and transporta- 
tion questions was adopted on account 
of the brevity of time since the appoint- 
ment of the board and because 
other vital matters, notably taxation 
methods, docks, local transportation 
and highway improvement and indus- 
trial education had already been given 
to other special commissions. 

Even the merger question would have 
been for the railroad commission to re- 
port on, if the New Haven railroad had 
not declined to take advantage of the 
act allowing it to bring the question 
before that board on a question of 
whether consolidation was in public in- 
terest. But the New Haven does not 
wish consolidation; merely to hold and 
vote its Boston and Maine stock. 

The commerce and industry commis- 
sion therefore deals only with the mer- 
ger, and with the regulation of in- 
creases of capital by public service cor- 
porations, adding a suggestion as to the 
Boston and Albany lease. 

As matters worthy of special investi- 
gation, if further time were allowed, it 
suggests the operation of the corpora- 
tion laws of the state, laws and condi- 
tions affecting labor, the promotion of 
eanals, the applicaton of natural water 
power to producing electricity, the en- 
couragement of certain new or slightly 
developed industries, the collection and 
dissemination of information respect- 
ing foreign and domestic trade and com- 
merce, the establishment of a museum 
or bureau for giving information about 
the needs of foreign markets, and other 
similar topics

LaFolletie Sees the Financier’s 
Hand In Aldrich Bill 


RAILROAD BONDS CUT OUT 


Wisconsin Senator Makes Sarcastic 
Remarks to Chairman of Finance 
Committee--Mighty Power Organ- 
ized Beyond the Legislation 


Washingtou, March 18.—"‘What I 
fave to say is made wore pertinent, if 
possible, by the action taken during the 
day with respect to the Aldrich bill.” 
said Mr. LaFollette in beginning his 
speech in the senate on the currency 
bill yesterday afternoon. His reter- 
ence was to the amendments made to 
the bill by the committee on finance. 

Senator Aldrich, acting in accordance 
with a vote of the committee on 
finance, had announced in the senate 
the withdrawal of the railroad bond 
provision of the currency bill. The com- 
mittee also decided to amend the bill so 
as to retain the provision of the present 
law prohibiting the retirement by ua 
tional banks of more than $9,000,000 of 
circulation in any one month. The com- 
mittee discussed the proposition of in- 
creasing the taxation of emergency cir- 
culation outstanding more than six 
months. ‘The rate under the bill as it 
now stands is 6 percent. No action was 
taken on this feature. 

Speaking of the “Morgan and Stand- 
ard Oil banks,” and looking across.the 
chamber toward Senator Aldrich, La- 
Follette declared: “I will show the 
connection of these great groups with 
the bill pending here, notwithstanding 
the dexterous withdrawal of the propo- 
sition to incorporate railway bonds in 
the bill.” 

Mr. Aldrich said the most earnest ob- 
jection to this bill was made by the Na- 
tional City bank of New York. “It is,” 
he added, “not only opposed by that 
bank, but by all the banks of New York. 
I have received this morning a state- 
ment from the New York Clearing 
House association saying we would 
better have no currency legislation at 
all than have this bill, and stating rea- 
sons why we should have an asset cur- 
renecy. I know of no bank or banking 
man in favor of this bill. The fact is, 
the banks throughout the country are 
Sgainst it, and the senator from Wis- 
consin has studied this situation to lit- 
tle effect if he has failed to learn that.” 

“I will inquire,” retorted LaFollette, 
“what the position of Morgan is?’ 
There was a chorus of laughter in the 
galleries. 

“I do not know,” replied Aldrich, 
“but I know Mr. Morgan is a man of 
wide experience and wise judgment 
and has patriotism, and I should fee! 
gratified if he approved this bill.” 

“Perhaps,” replied LaFollette, in a 
tone of sarcasm, “in some way the 
chairman of the finance committee will 
be able to find out where Morgan stands. 
His countenance beaming from the gal- 
lery of this chamber while the senator 
from Rhode Island spoke on this meas- 
ure rather indicated that Morgan, the 
head of one of these great groups, was 
not entirely adverse to the propositions 
embraced in the bill. 

“IT suppose,” sald Aldrich, “the sena- 
tor from Wisconsin will agree with me 
that this proposition should be dis- 
cussed on its merits as to what it will 
do, and not in view of what men in the 
position of Morgan think of it.” 

“Let me say,” LaFollette replied, 
‘you cannot always tell from the lines 
of the bill. I should say the proposi 
tion to withdraw the provision to in- 
corporate railway bonds in this bill 
throws a flood of light upon the pur- 
pose of this legislation. Let me sry to 
the senator from Rhode Island further, 
that it is not beyond question that 
these great organizations might put out 
here or there criticisms of this proposi- 
tion to give color to the idea that there 
is no great and mghty power organized 
beyond this legislation.” 

After talking for two anda half hours 
LaFollette found himself unable to con- 
tinue further and suspended his re- 
marks until today. He was soon sur- 
rounded by senators extending their 
congratulations, most of them being 
from the Democratic side. 


‘*Rank Favoritism’’ Charged 

Washington, March 18.—Claiming 
that there was ample money in the 
treasury to do the legitimate business 
of the country, Mr. Prince (Ills.), in the 
house of representatives, referring to 
the Aldrich financial bill, said he was 
“opposed to temporary or makeshift 
eurrency legislation.” He called atten- 
tion to the fact that 395 banks of Illinois 
on Dec. 31 last had about $13,000,000 of 
government money on deposit, but said 
he was amazed that “one single, soli- 
tary Standard Oil bank” in New York 
city had at that time on deposit over 
$17,000,000 of public money. He 
eharged “rank favoritism.”

Mr. Gore said he justified the presi- 
dent “in standing and delivering to 
these pirates and depositing with them

Referring to the bill as originally re- 
ported, LaFollette declared, with a 
suggestion of a sneer, that the railroad 
bonds had been “whisked” out of the 
measure.

“It will appearagain 
and again until finally it is overwhelm- 
ingly beaten or until it is “worked in 
and engrafted upon the currency sys- 
tem of this country.”

FIRE LOSS OF $400,000 


‘zowell Plant For Manufacture of 


Machinery Is Destroyed 

Lowell, Mass., March 20.—The plant 
of the Fifield Tool company, makers 
of engine lathes and other machinery, 
one of the largest shops of its kind in 
the country, was burned early today. 
The loss is estimated at $400,000, The 
fire communicated to a neorby residen 
tial section, known as the Highlands. 
and one house wis burned two 
others badly damaged. 

The fire started in the paint 
which occupied one end of the main 
building. It spread quickly through 
the structure and the walls and roof 
Were soon ablaze along their whole ex- 
tent, about 300 feet.

The following item from the De- 
troit Free Press may be of interest 
to local yachtsmen: 

“Did you ever wonder if there was 
System in the way vessels are faced 
when they are placed at the docks for 
the winter?” asked A. A. Schantz, as 
he stood at his office window, looking 
out at the winter fleet which shut off 
the view of the river. You will 
notice,” he continued, “that some of 
the boats face one way and some the 
other, from which you would natural- 
ly infer that there wasn’t any method 
about it, but if you had a picture of 
the same boats laid up last year you 
would invariably discover that then 
they were turned the other way. The 
vessels are reversed from year to 
year for the reason that, laying at the 
docks, one side is much more exposed 
to the weather than the other, not so 
much the wind and rain as the sun- 
light reflected from the water. A 
boat wintered always in one position 
will require new bulwarks and deck- 
ing on the water side in just half the 
time required to rot the timbers on 
the unexposed side. When you con- 
sider that the decking and bulwarks 
of a ship must be entirely renewed 
once every seven or eight years the 
scheme of reversing the vessel really 
works a great saving.”

FACTS GLEANED BY LILLEY

Has Testimony of Naval Experts to! 
Show That Submarine Boats, Built 
at Cost Not Exceeding $70,000, 
Had Purchase Price of $285,000 


Washington, March 21.—In support 
of his assertion thut more than $1,000,- 
000 in unnecessary profits has been paid 
by the United States government to the 
Electric Boat company, in the purchase 
ef submarine torpedo boats, and that 
similar high protits are contemplated 
in contracts it is proposed to award to 
that company, Representative Lilley of 
Connecticut has prepared for submis- 
sion to the special submarine investi- 


gating committee of the house certain 
statements, comparisons and conclu- | 


sions. | 
The statements include extracts from 
the hearings before the house commit- 
tee on naval affairs in 1901 and 1902, 
when Admirals Melville, O'Neil and) 
Bowles were examined as to the cost of | 
construction of submarine torpedo! 
boats. Admiral O’Neil said that from 
his own observation he thought $100,- 
000 apiece would be a very liberal price 
for the Holland boats. The contracts 
of which Liiley complains call for a 


purchase price of $285,000 per boat. 
Admiral Melville testified that the 


probable cost of the manufacture of a 
Holland boat was about $50,000 and 
$70,000. 

This statement was made in 1901, 
when the Holland boat was fifty-four 
feet long and it was proposed that this 
length be increased to eighty feet. The 
new boats, Melville also said, would 
have a greater storage battery and 
would naturally cost more money, | 
probably as much as $90,000. 

Admiral Bowles explained that the 
department had estimated that $125,000 
per boat was a proper appropriation, 
on account of the probable cost of con- 
ducting experiments to satisfy the de-| 
partment of the elliciency of the boats | 
before acceptance. : 

In a note accompanying these quota- 
tions Lilley says: “At the time Rear 
Admiral Bowles made the foregoing 
statements he was the head of the bu- 
Teau of construction and repairs of the 
navy department and necessarily had 
much to do with the construction of 
craft of this character.” 

Mr. Lilley further says: “Basing 
ealculations upon the figures of Ad- 
miral Bowles, which he says would give 
‘a handsome profit’ to the builders of 
the Holland boats—namely, $89,459 for 
a 121-ton boat, or $745.45 per ton—it | 
will readily be seen by comparative 
statements that there has been an ex- | 
tra handsome profit of $1,519,738 since 
the United States contracted for the 
first Holland boat, the Plunger, in 
1899, and it will be seen that the exces- 
sive profits to be made on the eight 
boats which it is now proposed to buy 
from the Electric Boat company would 
be $1,471,520. H 

“T submit a comparative statement of | 
the bids submitted by the Electric Boat | 
company and the Lake Torpedo Boat 
company for the construction of sub- 
marines, on April 30, 1907, from which 
it appears that the submarines to be 
constructed by the Electric Boat com- 
pany are to cost on an average about 
$320 per ton more than the prices of- 
fered by the Lake Torpedo Boat com- 
pany, under guarantees required by the 
navy department and subject to the 
performance prescribed prior to accept- 
ance. By this statement it will also be 
seen that the lowest price of the Lake 
Torpedo Boat company is $800 per ton, 
which approaches very closely the 
price given by Admiral Bowles. | 

“The foregoing facts and conditions | 
influenced me to introduce house reso- 
lution No. 264, and it is believed that | 
an official statement of the facts therein 
asked for would go a great way to dis- 
abuse the illusions in the minds of the 
Electric Boat company and their agents 
and representatives, technical and non- 
technical, as to the practica! merits of 
the boats they claim are so good.” 

Mr. Lilley concludes with the declara- 
tion that “these boats have been most 
expensive implements of warfare, with- 
out rendering any practical value in re- 
turn.”

Theodore Roosevelt and Alton B. Parker, both of New York. 
Did Roosevelt receive a majority of the popular vote? 
He did. His clear majority over all candidates was 1,736,262. 
There were four lesser candidates. 
| And who were they? 
Eugene V, Debs of Indiana, Socialist; Silas C. Swallow of Penz- 
| sylvania, Prohibitionist ; Thomas FE. Watson of Georgia, Populist, and 
Charles H. Corrigan of New York, Socialist Labor. 
What was the vote of these candidates? 
Debs, 402,283; Swallow, 258,536; Watson, 117,183; Corrigan, 
31,249. 
Did any of these lesser candidates carry any electoral votes? 
| No. The total electoral vote was 476, of which Roosevelt got 336 
and Parker 140. The electoral vote for the vice presidential cands- 
dates, Fairbanks and Davis respectively, was the same. 

Is not that always the case? 

Not necessarily. In 1896, when Bryan was nominated on both 
the Democratic and the Populist tickets for president, with Arthur 
Sewall of Maine for vice president on the first ticket and Thomas E 
| Watson of Georgia for vice president on the second ticket, Watsorm 
received twenty-seven electoral votes for the vice presidency. 

What was Roosevelt's plurality over Parker? 
Tt was 2,545,515. Roosevelt’s total vote was 7,623,486; Parker’a 
total, 5,077,971.

MARTIN VAN BUREN. 


The eighth president of the United States was a native of Kinderhook, 
N. Y. He became president in 1837 at the age of fifty-five and died at Kinder 
hook in 1862. Like his great predecessor, Jackson, he was a Demoerat. He 
was secretary of state under Jackson for a time and was vice president during 
Jackson’s second term. His administration was distinguished chiefly by the 
establishment of the independent treasury system for the care and disburse- 
ment of public moneys. Van Buren was a candidate for president at three 
succeeding elections, but suffered defeat each time.

Conducted by Woman Before 
Sacrificing Three Lives 


KILLED CHILDREN WITH GAS 


Also Took Qwn Lifein Same Manner, 
After Making Careful Preparations 


to Accomplish Her Deed--Mind 


Probably Became Unbalanced 


Fall River, Mass., March 23.—With 
her crucifix clasped in her right hand, 
and with a rosary hanging from her 
arm, Mrs. Florida Terrien, aged 
years, and her 4-year-old daughter, 
Mary, and 2-months-old boy, Joseph, 
were found dead in the kitchen of their 
home by the woman's husband, Joseph 
Terrien. The coroner said, after an ex- 
amination, that the woman had killed 
herself and the two children with illu- 
minating gas. Two gas jets and the 
cocks of the gas stove in the room were 
turned on. 

According to the story that Terrien 
told the police, he and his wife with 
the two children had spent Saturday 
night with a friend, returning home at 1 
o'clock Sunday morning. He went to 
bed immediately, taking with him his 
daughter. According to ‘Terrien’s 
story, he left his wife and the little boy, 
who slept together in another room, in 
the kitchen. 

About 7 


25 


o'clock Sunday morning, 
Terrien said, he was awakened by a 
choking sensation, and on recovering 
his senses more fully detected the odor 
of gas. His daughter was not at his 
side and, rushing out into the kitchen, 
he found his wife in a chair clasping a 
crucifix and with a rosary thrown over 
her arm, and the children wrapped in 
blankets lying at her feet. <All three 
were dead. 

Terrien immediately notified the po- 
lice and special oflicers and a coroner 
made an examination of the circum- 
stances, at the conclusion of which it 
was decided that the woman had delib 
erately planned the deaths of herself 
and the little ones. Waiting until her 
husband had fallen asleep, it is be- 
lieved, the woman crept into his room 
and took away Mary without being dis- 
covered by Terrien. Then, it is be 
lieved, the woman prepared herself and 
the little ones for death, with prayers, 
and turning on the gas and closing the 
doors and windows sat in a chair, with 
the two children curled up in blankets 
at her feet, and awaited death. 

It is not known just what caused the 
deed. Mrs. Terrien had been in good 
but it is thought that family 
troubles may have preyed upon her 
mind until it became temporarily un- 
balanced. 


Ski Jump of {31 Feet

Blake 
made a confession after his arrest, im- 
plicating Reynolds. He said he had 
been drinking with Reynolds, and they 
both needed money Blake says he took 
$160 in money and some diamond rings 
from his mother after he and Reynolds 
had killed her.

In this case the complainant alleged 
that the defendant steamship com 
panies transport traffic under through 
bills of lading between inland points of 
the United States and foreign ports, and 
ure thereby subject to the jurisdiction 
of the commission; that the defendants 
have made an arrangement for the pool- 
ing of east-bound export traffic moving 
by rail to Atlantic ports, and thence by 
steamship lines to points in Europe. 

The prayer of the petition is that the 
commission declare the so-called “Bal- 
tic pool” to be an illegal pooling of 
freights under the interstate com 
merce act; that the monopoly of the 
Hamburg-American Packet company be 
declared unlawful, and that relief be 
granted to the complainant, which also 
is a trans-Atlantic steamship company 
doing a freight business between Amer 
ican and continental ports. 

The commission sustains the dennur- 
rer and directs in an order that the com- 
plaint be dismissed. 

In his discussion of the reasons for 
the commission's action in this im- 
portant proceeding, Commissioner Laue 
sets out these conclusions: 

“The commission may regulate inter- 
state traffic. whether by rail or by a 
combined rail-and-water route, from 
point of receipt to point of delivery; but 
the commission in its control over for 
eign commerce is iimited to the regula- 
tion of such traffic, whether by railroad 
or by a combination of rail and water 
carriers, from and to the point of trans- 
shipment. 

“The act provides no machinery by 
which its provisions can be enforced °s 
to trans-Atlantic steamship lines; that 
absence of such provision can be ex 
plained only by accepting the inter- 
pretation that the commission bas no} 
jurisdiction in the premises. 

“The pooling of traffic by water car- 
riers is plainly a matter over which this 
commission has no jurisdiction. 

“4 rail carrier may control, and con- 
nect with, a line of steamships engaged 
in foreign commerce, with which it may 
interchange business as freely as with 
nother rail carrier, and it muy ‘mote a 
combined rate for the through move- 
ment, the agent of the railroad company 
acting as the agent of the steamship 
company in se doing.” 

In effect, through these conclusions, 
the commission decides that it has ne 
power to restrain, contro] or regulate 
she practices of the trans-Atlantic 
steamship lines which appear as de- 
fendants in this case.

The launching party arrived at the 
works shortly before 2.30 and were 
met by President Bowles, who present- 
ed Miss Johnston with a massive 
bouquet of white sweet peas, and 
then escorted her to the launching 
stand that had been erected at the 
bow. 

Miss Johnston, who was of the proe 
nounced blonde type, wore a_ blue 
cheviot, black hat with large feather, 
and tan shoes. She carried in addis 
tion to the bouquet of sweet peas, a 
corsage bouquet of yellow primroses 
with asparagus vine. 

Suspended from the bow by a tri- 
colored ribbon was a_ bottle of

light ship was given her name, or 
rather number. Everything was in 
readiness by the time the party ar- 
rived on the launching stand, and but 
little remained but to saw away the 
soul pieces.

Granite Firm 
Claims Violation 


Quincy granite manufacturers are 
interested in the following case rela- 
tive to interstate commerce, reported 
in the Journal: 

C. A. Prouty of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was at the Federal 
Building, Boston, on Monday for the 
first time in about a year, and heard 
arguments and evidence relative to a 
complaint of Jones Brothers & Com- 
pany, granite dealers of Barre, Vt., 
relative to an alleged violation of the 
interstate commerce law by nine rail- 
roads. 

The roads against which the com- 
plaint is lodged are the Boston and 
Maine, the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford, the Montpelier and Wells 
River, the Canadian Pacific, the Dela- 
ware and Hudson, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western, the Central 
Vermont, the Michigan Central and 
the Long Island, 

The principal complaint of the 
granite dealers is that the roads in- 
sist that in order to secure the mini- 
mum freight rate the companies must 
load 40,000 pounds on a car, when in 
fact many of the cars are not of suf- 
ficient size to accommodate that 
amount, A further complaint is over 
the classification of freight. 

S. W. Jones, treasurer of the com- 
plaining company, is also president of 
the National Association of Granite In- 
dustries, and it is said he is acting in 
behalf of the association for the pur- 
pose of making a test case of the pres- 
ent one.

For Assault 


A stiff sentence was meted out to 
Webster McDonald, Leaman Robbins 
and Fred Kapper, the three fellows ar- 
rested for assaulting the Chinaman at 
the corner of Hancock and Beach 
streets. The men were arraigned in 
court on Monday for assault with intent 
to rob, and the hearing on the case last- 
ed until the middle of the afternoon. 

The Chinaman in his story, as told 
the court, said the three entered his 
shop about 5 o’clock Saturday after- 
noon; that one took a bottle of whiskey 
from his pocket and all three took a 
drink. They then asked him for mon- 
ey to buy more whiskey. He refused 
and they came toward him and one 
made a reach fur his money drawer, en- 
forcing their demand by flourishing a 
knife and revolver. 

The chinaman testified that he then 
grabbed his money, something like $20, 
and ran out the back door. He started 
on the run for uncle’s laundry on the 
corner of Newport avenue and Brook 
street, and the threechased Lim, They 
followed bim into his uncle’s laundry 
and the man pointed out (who was 
Robbins) said come out side and ll 
kill you. 

After atime the Chinaman said, he 
Started back to his own laundry, and 
the men again chased him. He finally 
reached there all right apd locked bim- 
self in, The three stood outside by the 
window, however, some minutes before 
they went away. 

The Chinaman also testified that the 
men flourished a revolver and knife sev- 
eral times, and he was afraid of his life. 

After the hearing the court permitted 
the warrant to be changed to one for 
assault, and allowed them to enter a 
plea of guilty. 

A fine ot $35 and costs, amounting to 
$38.25 each, was then imposed, from 
which McDonald took an appeal. 


Contract Awarded 
For Coddington 


Mayor Shea this morning awarded 
the contract for building the new 
Coddington schoolhouse to Dennis F. 
Crowley of West Quincy. Mr. Crow- 
ley’s bid was $66,147, and was the low- 
est of the bids received.

Anarchist Newspaper Is Denied 
Use of the Mails 


Will Endeavor to Have Those Respon- 
sible For Publication of Sheet Ad- 
vocating Murder and Arson Prose- 


‘cuted to Fuil Extent of the Law 


Paterson, N. J., March 24.—Presideut 
Roosevelt, in answer to an appeal from 
Mayor McBride to exclude La Ques- 
tione Sociale from the mails for the pur- 


pose of suppressing the publication, 


states that, in addition to directing 


that the newspaper be denied the use 
of the mails, he has requested the de- 
partment of justice to make every ef- 
fort to prosecute criminally those re- 
sponsible for the publication. 

A copy of the president’s letter to the 
department of justice was enclosed by 
Secretary Loeb as the reply to the ap- 
peal of McBride, who made public the 
president's letter last night. La Ques- 
tione Sociale recently published an ap- 
peal of inflammatory character which 
resulted in the action taken. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's letter to the depart- 
ment of justice follows: 

“By my direction the postmaster 
general is to exclude La Questione So- 
ciale of Paterson, N. J., from the mails, 
and it will not be admitted to the mails, 
unless by order of the court, or unless 
you advise me that it must be admitted. 
Please see if it is not possible to prose- 
cute criminally under any section of the 
law that is available the men that are 
interested in the sending out of this 
anarchistic and murderous publication. 
They are, of course, the enemies of man- 
kind and every effort should be strained 
to hold them accountable for an offense 
far more infamous than that of our or- 
dinary murderer. 

“This matter has been brought to my 
attention by the mayor of the city of 
Paterson. I wish every effort made to 
get at the criminals under the federal 
law. It may be found impossible to 
do this. I shall also, through the secre- 
tary of state, cull the attention of the 
governor of New Jersey to the circum- 
stances, so that he may proceed under 
the state law, his attention being fur- 
ther drawn to the fact that the newspa- 
per is circulated in other states. 

“After you have concluded your in- 
vestigation I wish a report from you to 
serve as a basis for recommendations by 
me for action by congress. Under sec- 
tion 3893 of the revised statutes, lewd, 
obscene and lascivious books and let- 
ters, publications for indecent and im- 
mora] uses or of an indecent and im- 
moral nature, and postal cards upon 
which indecent and scurrillous epithets 
are written or printed, are all ex- 
cluded from the mail, and provision is 
made for the fine and imprisonment of 
those guilty. 

“The newspaper article in question 
advocates murder by dynamite. It 
specifically advocates the murder of en- 
listed men of the United States army 
and the officers of the police force and 
the burning of the houses of private 
citizens. The preaching of murder and 
arson is certainly as immoral as the cir- 
culation of obscene and lascivious lit- 
erature, and if the practice is not al- 
ready forbidden by the law, it should 
be forbidden. 

“The immigration law now prohibits 
the entry into the United States of any 
person who entertains or advocates the 
views expressed in this newspaper ar- 
ticle. It is, of course, inexcusable to 
permit those already here to promulgate 
such views. 

“Those who write, publish and cir- 
culate those articles stand on the level 
with those who use the mails for dis- 
tributing poisons, for the purpose of 
murder; and convictions have been ob- 
tained when the mails have thus been 
used for the distribution of poisons. No 
law should require the postmaster gen- 
eral to become an accessory to murder 
by circulating literature of this kind.” 

Postoffice inspectors \have already 
commenced an investigation of the 
hewspaper. 


Whyte’s Probable Successor 

Annapolis, Md., March 24—The 
Democratic members of the legislature 
last night decided upon Senator-elect 
John W. Smith as successor to the late 
Senator Whyte. Should the United 
States senate refuse to recognize the 
legality of such election, Governor 
Crothers will appoint Smith to fill the 
unexpired term; should this appoint- 
ment also fail of recognition the place 
will be left vacant.

The government accepted pleas of 
guilty on the two counts, one charging 
the larceny of $2400 and the other $6000, 
Mackay was accused of selling certain 
securities that were worthless.

KOREANS AFTER STEVENS 


His Back at San Francisco 

San Francisco, March 24—I. W. 
Chang, a Korean, shot and severely 
wounded D. W. Stevens, formerly coun- 
sellor to the Japanese embassy at Wash- 
ington, and now diplomatic advisor to 
the Korean government, as Stevens 
was about to leave for Washington. 

Three shots were fired at Stevens by 
Chang, the first bullet perhaps fatally 
wounding M. W. Chun, who, with 
Chang and another Korean, attacked 
Stevens as he was leaving an automo- 
bile. The other two shots took effect 
in Stevens’ back. While the wounds 
are serious, it is said that the chances 
for Stevens’ recovery are good. 

Sunday night Stevens was attacked 
at the Fairmont hotel by four Koreans 
who called to see him with reference to 
an interview in which Stevens had 
praised the work of the Japanese in 
Korea. After a fight with fists and 
chairs, Stevens stood off the assailants 
until they were arrested. 

As Stevens and Consul! General Koike 
stepped from an automobile at the 
ferry building yesterday, three Koreans 
were awaiting him. As Koike went to 
the front of the automobile to look after 
some baggage, Chun struck Stevens a 
blow’ in the face and ran. The diplo- 
mat immediately started in pursuit of 
his assailant. 


Diplomat Receives Two Bullets In 


Chang, standing nearby, drew from! 


his pocket a revolver wrapped in a hand- 
kerchief and fired three shots In rapid 
succession at Stevens. The first shot 
brought Chun down with a_ bullet 
through the right lung. The other two 
bullets struck Stevens. Policemen ar- 
rested Chang and Chun, but the other 
Korean escaped. 

It is learned that a small band of 
Koreans had been hunting Stevens 
ever since he arrived from the Orient 
last Friday. Chang is locked up. No 
charge will be placed against him pend- 
ing the outcome of Stevens’ injuries, 


Tax Commissioner Loses His Job 

New York, March 24.—Tax Commis- 
sioner Nicholas J. Muller was removed 
from office last night by Mayor Mc- 
Clellan. During his term of office Mul- 
ler’s duly assessed taxes, with penalties 
and interest amounting to thousands 
of dollars, have remained unpaid. Mul- 
ler also appears to be the heaviest de- 
linquent taxpayer in the borough of 
Richmond, his home county. Muller, 
who is 70 years old, is a large land- 
owner of Staten Island. He was ap- 
pointed tax commissioner in 1904 by 
Mayor McClellan. The salary of the 
office is $7000 a year. 


Obsequies of Great Churchman 

New York, March 24.—Witb solemn 
and impressive honors, the funeral ser- 
vices for Charles H. Fowler, twenty- 
four years a bishop of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, educator and founder 
of universities, author and missionary, 
were held at the Madison Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal church. As a last- 
ing tribute to the dead churchman, it 
is proposed to prepare a denominational! 
memorial to Fowler, and to this end 
every person having reminiscences of 
the late bishop are requested to for 
ward them to Methodist Episcopal 
church headquarters. 


Mysterious Tragedy at New York 

New York, March 24.—Another mys- 
terious murder, bearing the ear-marks 
of a Sicilian vendetta, developed when 
the body of an unknown Italian was 
found in a dark rear apartment of ua 
dingy East Side tenement. The man’s 
throat was cut from ear to ear and there 
were gashes and bruises on the head 
and face. The victim’s feet were tied 
together. The police declare them- 
selves baffled so far as clues to the mur- 
derers are concerned. 


Reported Torture of Woman 
Port Au Prince, March 24.—A report 
has gained considerable currency here 
that Mme. Galette, who was arrested 
on March 138 on a charge of having ir 
fluenced soldiers to become disloyal, has 
died in prison, after torture. The govy- 

ernment officials deny the report. 


“‘Unjustly Denied Promotion"’ 
Havana, Mareh 24.—Sergeant Ru- 
dolph Kranz of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry committed suicide in the ceme- 
tery at Camaguey. He left a letter 
saying that he was despondent because 
he had unjustly been denied promotion. 


Japan Again Warns China 
Pekin, March 24—Japan has asked

(iUls.) that Mr. Sulzer (XN, Y.) had put in 
the Congressional Record what pur- 
ported to be a speech delivered by him 
last Saturday, but which Mann charged 
Was not the one delivered. 

It all had to do with Sulzer’s claim 
that he, and not Mdann, was the author 
of the legislation which brought the de- 
partment of commerce and labor Into 
being. <A resolution, offered by Mann, 
to expunge the printed speech from the 
record was adopted by a strict party 
vote, but not until after the house had 
been treated toa bitter denunciation of 
Mann by Sulzer and several lively tilts 
between the latter and the speaker. 

Mr. Sulzer characterized Mann as a 
“pettifogging lawyer, mean and con- 
temptibie,” for which he was called to 
order by the speaker, with the admoni- 
tion that such language could not be 
used toward a member. Twice after- 
ward, in seeking to justify his claim of 
authorship, he was interrupted by the 
speaker with asimilar warning, 

Anticipating that his speech would be 
ruled out, and with the view to getting 
it back into the record, Sulzer resorted 
to a piece of strategy by trying to have 
the speech read and later endeavoring 
to read it himself, but the speaker in- 
sisted that he could only address him- 
self to the resolution to expunge. 

During the controversy Mann de- 
clared it was immaterial to him what 
kind of a speech Sulzer delivered, but 
he did not desire to answer speeches of 
the gentleman and find something en- 
tirely differene in the record. He ac- 
cused Sulzer of delivering an imaginary 
speech and of inserting in it the words 
“applause on the Democratic side.” 

Mr. Sulzer said he would not allow 
the matter to descend to a personal al- 
tercation between the “gentleman from 
Illinois and myself.” It was a matter, 
he declared, that rose above that. It 
Was a matter of great moment to the 
country, and he said it was his pur- 
pose that the country “should not be 
deceived by the gentleman from _ II- 
He then reiterated his state- 
ment of Saturday last that he, and not 
Mann, was the originator and author 
of the law. 

Mr. Sulzer declared that it was an 
injustice for any Republican “caught 
with the goods” to come into the house 
und try to strike out a Democratic 
speech. If any part of {t was objection- 
able, he said, he was willing to elimi- 
nate it himself, but he stood by the rec- 
ord. He expressed surprise that Mann 
“in his pettifogging, mean, little, con- 
temptible way, should be whining and 
squealing because he deceived the 
house and the country the other day 
when he sald he originated the idea.” 

Speaker Cannon declared Sulzer out 
of order and Sulzer said he would pro- 
ceed in order and have his speech of 
Saturday read so that it might get into 
the record again. Objection was made 
by Mr. Payne (N. Y.) and Speaker Can- 
non ruled that Sulzer must confine his 
remarks to the resolution to expunge. 

“That is what I intended to do,” said 
Sulzer hotly, and again he was warned 
by the speaker to proceed in order. 

Charging that the gentleman from 
Illinois, “like a pettifogging lawyer—”" 
For a third time he was halted by the 
speaker and told that such terms as 
addressed against a member of the 
house were out of order. 

Mr. Sulzer read extracts from his 
Saturday’s speech denouncing Mann 
as “the alter ego of speaker, carrying 
orders from the speaker's room to the 
house.” 

Smarting under the action of the Re- 
publicans, Sulzer, for the rest of the day, 
posed as an obstructionist. He objected 
to all unanimous consent propositions 
and halted the proceedings of the house 
for a considerable time by a point of no 
quorum. 

After passing a number of measures 
relating to the District of Columbia, 
the house adjourned out of respect to 
the memory of the late Senator Bryan 
of Florida.

MAY BE BIG SCANDAL 


French Mining Promoter Said to Have 
Stolen Over $!2,000,000 

Paris, March 24.—A sensation hag! 
been caused by the arrest here of Henri | 
Rochette on the charge of conducting | 
successful swindles on an enormous | 
scale. Rochette was at one time a’ 
waiter in an obscure French town. He 
came here and founded the Franco- | 
Spanish bank and floated not less than ; 
a dozen mining enterprises, in which he 
is a director, and whose stock was 
eagerly purchased by French investors. 

It is said that his methods were 
fraudulent and the complaint against 
him alleges tha he has stolen more 
than $12,000,000 through the medium | 
of his various companies and societies. 

The affair appears likely to develop 
into a big scandal. It is stated that | 
several prominent politicians are in- 
volved in the dealings of Rochette, who 
threatened the examining magistrate 
with the name of an influential senator. 

A large body of brokers have suffered | 
considerable financial loss through the 
arrest of Rochette, They had been in- 
structed to buy up shares in his con- 
cerns which showed a tendency to} 
slump. Accordingly on Saturday ney 
bought up $400,000 worth and received | 
from Rochette checks on the Bank of 
France, but payment of the checks was 
refused by order of the court. 

Rochette conducted a big financial 
newspaper, Le Financier, at a cost of 
about $30,000 a month, by means of 
which he was better able to dispose of 
stock in his various companies.

Labor Injunction Made Permanent 

Washington, March 24.—The tempo- 
rary injunction recently issued against 
the American Federation of Labor by 
Justice Gould of the district supreme 
court in favor of the Buck Stove and 
Range company has been made perpet- 
ual by Chief Justice Clabaugh. The in- 
junction effectually restrains the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor from in any 
manner interfering with the business 
of the Buck Stove and Range company. 
The costs of the proceeding were taxed 
to the Federation of Labor. 


An Invitation From China | 
Washington, March 24.—China, | 
through Minister Wn, its diplomatic} 
represenative in Washington, has ex- 
tended a cordial invitation for the 
American battleship fleet to stop in 
China on its way around the world. 
It is hoped at the legation that a favor- 
able response will be made by this gov 
ernment to the invitation. Information 
has reached the navy department that 
New Zealand and Tasmania have sim 
lar invitations on the way by mall.

Denver, March 24.—Postmaster 
Olerach of Partales, N. M., reported to} 
the chief postal inspector of the Rocky 
Mountain region the discovery of the 
body of an infant in the mails. Under 
the outer cover of the package was the 
following unsigned message: “I aia 
not know what else todo. Burn, or do 
something right away. Do not open.” 


Pushing Anti-Gambling Bill 

Albany, March 24.—The assembly 
last night advanced to third reading 
(order of final passage) the bills de- 
signed to abolish gambling at race 
tracks in this state. Assemblyman | 
Cuvillier (Dem.) tried to have them} 
amended so as to take effect Sept. 1 in-| 
stead of immediately, but he was over-| 
whelmingly defeated by a rising vote. | 


Mail Stolen Aboard Steamers 

Paris, March 24.—The trial of three 
men on the charge of having in their 
possession and attempting to negotiate 
yarious checks and bonds which had 
been stolen from mail bags aboard three | 
steamships has revealed the fact that 
a most skilful gang of robbers had been 
systematically plundering incoming 
trans-Atlantic and other mails. 


Great Explosion of Powder 

Santiago, Chile, March 24.—The 
government powder houses at Batuco, 
thirty miles from here, were blown 
up yesterday. Six tremendous explo- 
sions followed each other in quick suc- 
cession, causing a panic in the city, 
which was shaken to its very founda- 
tions. The loss is very heavy. 


Many Candidates For Senator 

Tallahassee, Fla., March 24.—The 
question of a successor to Senator 
Bryan has aroused considerable dis- 
cussion and Governor Broward may de- 
clare himself a candidate. Other candi- 
dates are J. E. Crane, a state senator;

Regulating Sale of Firearms 

Chicago, March 24.—The Chicago 
city council last night passed an ordin- 
ance prohibiting the indiscriminate 
sale of firearms by dealers, who are re- 
quired to pay an annual license of $25, 
to file a bond of $1000 and to report de- 
tails of all sales to the police within 
twenty-four hours.

Had For Years Held Brilliant 
Sway In Society 


ROBBED PEOPLE MEANWHILE 


Over-Eagerness to Secure Valuables 
of Wealthy American Tourist Lands 
Her In Police Net--Found to Be a 
Veritable Up-to-Date Burglar 


Paris, March 24.—A series of mys- 
terious hotel robberies on the Riviera, 
extending over many years, has been 
explained in the arrest of the beautiful, 
dashing, but masquerading Countess of 
Monteil. 

For years the Countess of Monteil has 
entertained lavishly both at Paris and 
on the Riviera. Her wealth and jewels 
have drawn comment and admiration 
from far and near. Now she is de- 
clared one of the most ingenious, suc- 
cessful and audacious hotel thieves 
that ever bas troubled the hotel pro- 
prietors of France. 

Ifer arrest at Nice reveals her not 
as the captivating, brilliant countess, 


carrying concealed in her bewitching 
garments an array of burglar’s imple- 
ments of intricate Wworkmauship which 
opened to her any hotel room on the 
Riviera which she knew to contain the 
coveted wealth of money and valuables. 

Wherever the countess stopped there 
always were mysterious, inexplicable 
robberies that baffled the police. Valu- 
ables disappeared from the rooms of 
rich Americans in most puzzling man- 
ner, for the doors were ull found locked 
and the windows fastened. 

Gradually, but vaguely, the faintest 
haze of suspicion began to be directed 
towards the Countess of Monteil. The 
cautious agents of the department of 
French surety investigated quietly the 
history of the countess. They found 
that she had been born of a respectable 
French family and that her maiden 
Condemine. She 
married a man named Portal and came* 
to live in Paris. Afterwards they sep- 
arated and Mrs. Portal went to tbe 
United States. 

Two years later she returned to 
France as the Countess of Monteil. For 
several years she held brilliant sway 
in society. She visited the leading wa- 
tering places on the continent, but espe- 
cially the winter resorts in southern 
France. 

It was several years ago that the first 
thoughts of police suspicion drifted to- 
wards the countess and her sensationai 
arrest at Nice at one of the famous ho- 
tels is the culmination of long and pa- 
tient watchfulness by the French de- 
tective service. Her undoing came ina 
moment of over-eagerness to rob. 
Waiting detectives found her, enveloped 
fin a long and beautiful cloak, bending 
over the door of the room of a wealthy 
American tourist. 

When the woman was searched the 
police found hidden in special pockets of 
her clothes pincers, files, skeleton keys, 
screwdrivers and no fewer than twenty- 
seven pairs of small, delicately made 
nippers, used by burglars to unlock and 
lock a door with its own key when the 
key is on the inside of the door. 

The detectives will seek to prove, 
moreover, that the masquerading 
countess was, in fact, the active direc- 
tor of a band of hotel robbers, mostly 
men, some of Whom have been arrested, 
and whose aggregate loot is of great 
financial value. 


Detectives Under Suspicion 

New York, March 24.—Without mak- 
ing any comment other than to say 
that the reasons were “obvious,” Police 
Commissioner Bingham _ transferred 
thirty-three plain clothes detectives 
who had been under the jurisdiction of 
former Inspector O’Conner in the dis- 
trict where alleged gambling houses 
were established and where detectives 
are alleged to have been working in 
with the gamblers. 


Admits Killing Husband 

Cleveland, March 24.—Mystery sur- 
rounding the fatal shooting of John 
Lipscomb was cleared last night, the 
police say, by the alleged confession of 
the dead man’s wife that she fired the 
shot that wounded Lipscomb and from 
which he died last Wednesday. “We 
quartreled all the time and to end our 
troubles I shot my husband,” she said. 


Arrest of Bank Officers 

Pittsburg, March 24.—John Young, 
auditor of the Farmers’ Deposit Na- 
tional bank of this city, and Henry Rei- 
ber, paying teller, charged with em- 
bezzling and misapplying $85,000 of 
the bank’s money, were arrested last 
night and given a preliminary hearing. 
In default of $25,000 bail each they 
were committed to jail. 


Held For Russian Authorities 
Chicago, March 24.—Mifota Zernosa- 
kow, a young Russian, was committed | 
to jail by Commissioner Foot, to be held 
for extradition to Russia. Information 
was filed by Baron Schlippenbach, Rus- ' 
sian consul in Chicago, who says that 
the man is wanted in Vilna, Russia, in 
connection with the murders of four 

Jewish women.

From Shipyard 


The stem casting or lower section 
of the stem of U. S. S. North Dakota 
(battleship) has been erected in place. 
This is a huge steel casting weighing 
17,000 pounds, and is more commonly 
known outside of ship yards as the 
ram. The upper section is to be made 


of 40-Ilb. plate, which means plate 
weighing #0 pounds to the square 
foot (one inch thick) worked flush 
with the outside plating, extending 
from the top of the cofferdam to a 
height above the forecastle deck 
sufficient for connection to the plate 


forming the breakwater; at the lower 
end it will be wrapped around the 
cast-steel lower section and thorough- 
ly secured to same by inch and one- 
eighth through rivets and inch and 
one-quarter tap rivets, and will be 
connected by butt straps of 50 lbs., 
plate terble-riveted. The inner and 
outer keel plates are connected to 
this stem casting by laps about 27 
inches long.

New York, March 25.—A malevolent

bers of the Black Hand, in defiance of

under the pain of killing the banker 
and his family. 

Three thousand depositors clamored 
loudly at tp Pati bank yesterday for

telli & Son, across the street from the 
suspended institution, and caused it to 
shut its doors, The two banks were 
small private institutions. 

The run on the Pati bank, the police 
charge, was engineered by the Black 
Hand as a revenge on Pati, who was on 
Monday acquitted-by the coroner of 
having killed Pelletro. When the run 
was at its height police reserves were 
rushed to the district to quell the fast 
rising disorder, 

Plastered on the window of Pati’s 
bank the most remarkable notice of a 
suspension probably ever posted was 
read by hundreds after the bank closed 
its doors. It was signed by Pasquale 
Pati, and read: 

“I will suspend payment for two 
weeks. I am compelled to leave town, 
as a have received threatening letters 
and people have agreed to take my 
life. There are no fears of your losing 
your deposits. Besides cash I own six 
ty-filve houses in New York and have 
them insured for $100,000 and can pay 
everybody. I will two 
weeks.” 

The closing of Pati’s bank and his 
sudden departure from the city is the 
sequel to a scheme, so say the police, 
of extortion and blackmail of the Black 
HIand that had its inception several 
years ago. Pasquale Pati was sald to 
be the richest banker in the densely 
populated Italian quarter on the East 
Side. where the banker believed be had 
no enemies. Letters came demanding 
money. How much money Pat! parted 
with to stay the threats, the police have 
been unawle to learn. 

It was Pati’s custom to keep large 
piles of American and Itaiian money 
In the front window of’his bank, and 
six weeks ago a dynamite bomb ex 
ploded near the tempting window. The 
window was shattered and thousands of 
dollars in paper money was scattered 
about the street. Pati succeeded In re 
covering all of it. 

Three weeks ago Francisco Pelletro 
entered Pati's bank with drawn re 
volver and demanded money, after 
threatening to kill the banker, his wife 
and their son, Salvatore, who were in 
the bank. Pati and his son drew re 
volvers and in the fusillade of bullets 
Pelletro fell, dying. 

The flood of Black Hand letters did 
not cease, and on Monday three strange 
men entered the bank and threatened 
not only to kill Pati and his family, but 
to burn his home and destroy his busi- 
ness. 

The men darted out of the bank be- 
fore Pati could summon the police. 
Late Monday night a servant at the 
Pati home in Brooklyn discovered sey- 
eral men prowling around the house, 
and & quantity of oil-soaked rags placed 
against the building in several places, 

A small run on the Pati bank was 
started Monday, when rumors began to 
circulate about Path There were 200 
depositors in line when the bank 
opened yesterday and within an hour 
the line grew to 3000. Patfs relatives 
quickly decided on suspension, and the 
doors were closed and the notice of 
suspension posted. The whereabouts of 
Pati fs not known.

“As the American fleet has decided to 
visit the Far East on its tour around 
the world, we have telegraphed instrue- 
tions to the imperial high commissioner 
of trade for the southern ports, Viceroy 
Tuan Fang of Nanking, to make suit- 
able preparations, in conjunction with 
Admiral San Cheu Ping, to welcome the 
fleet to our shores. Please extend a 
formal invitation for the vessels to 
visit our ports through the honorable 
secretary of state. 

“In transmitting this 
through you to your government, it is 
bard!y neceseary for me to add that it 
is the desire of my government and 
people to give expression on this occa 
sion to the very friendly feelings which 
they entertain towards the American 
uation and to reciprocate for the many 
courtesies which have been extended 
to the representatives of my country on 
thelr visit

iams of Mississippi, the minority leader 
makes good his warning given in the 
house of representatives, the Republi 
cans will be forced to pass certain leg 
islation, or else meet with*obstruction 
at every turn by him or his Democratic 
colleagues.

It is plgin now that without 
some method of parliamentary coercion 
you are going to be deaf to-every de- 
mand of the country.” 

Mr. Williams announced that “from 
this moment on for the balance of the 
session this is not a lie-easy, wait-on- 


the-enemy campaign, but coercion fs go-’ 


ing to be exercised.” No request for 
unanimous consent on the part of Re- 
publicans, he said, would be granted, 
unless it be to adjourn or take a recess 
“until the majority shows that it is 
alive to the demands of the country”

Now that there is a movement for 
a new Soldiers’ Monument, it is well 
to recall the noble part that Quincy 
played in the Civil War. The follow- 
ing review is from Pattee’s History 
of Quincy: 

In 1855, or about ten years after the 
dissolution ot the Quincy Light In- 
fantry, the Hancock Light Guards 
were formed out of a “Know-nothing” 
organization, called the “Guards of 
Liberty.” The Liberty Guards desired 
to be organized as an independent 
company, but finding that it could not 
be legally accomplished, they conclnd- 
ed to form a company under the mili- 
tary law of the State. 

After having received their charter, 
they completed their organization by 
making choice of the following- 
named persons as officers:—Abner B. 
Packard, captain; William S. Glover, 
Ist, lieutenant; William Nash, 2d 
lieutenant; Thaddeus H. Newcomb, 3d 
leiutenant; Franklin Curtis, 4th 
lieutenant. Under these competent 
officers they became a well-disciplined 
and flourishing company. 

In the civil conflict of 1861, between 
the North and South, Company H, 
which was the official letter by which 
the Hancock Light Guards, of Quincy, 
{was regimented, was among the first 
to respond to the call of the Govern- 
ment. This company was a member 
of the 4th Regiment, which regiment 
was under the command of Col. Abner 
B. Packard, who was first captain of 
Company H. Gn receiving their orders 
to proceed to Fortress Monroe, they 
took their leave for Boston and 
rendezyoused in Faneuil Hall. After 
remaining there some _ twenty-four 
hours or more, the regular officers of 
the company not appearing, they con- 
cluded to make choice of a new set, 
which were as_ follows:—Franklin 
Curtis, captain; Edward A. Spear, Ist 
lieutenant; Benjamin F. Meservey, 2d 
lieutenant; Charles F. Pray, Matthew 
M. C. Chubbuck, John Williams, 
Robert Monk, sergeants; William H. 
H. Lapham, Thomas Smith, Willlam 8. 
Wilbur, Morton Packard, corporals. 

They proceeded to Fortress Monroe 
and were placed under the command 
of Col. Dimmock and a few weeks 
after, under Gen. Benjamin F. Butler. 
This regiment, with others to the 
number of about four thousand men, 
was called upon to take a part in the 
first serious conflict of the war. This 
was at the battle of Big Bethel, 
Virginia, fought June 10 1861, under 
Brig.-Gen. E. W. Pierce, of Massa- 
chusetts. After several hours of 
fighting, Gen. Pierce was obliged to 
order a retreat. This defeat of the 
Northern troops was attributed to the 
incapacity of the general in command. 
At this action Francis L. Souther, a 
member of Company H, received 
mortal wounds, of which he died the 
same day. He was the first soldier 
killed in the war, and was a native of 
Quincy. Mr. Souther was sent home 
by his comrades, and buried in the 
Mount Wollaston Cemetery with suit- 
able military honors, 

This record of the late civil war 
has been compiled from the war 
record of the town, made by Mr. Eben! 
W. Underwood, and published by the 
town in 1866, 

The call for men to go into the 
army was large and often. The in- 
creased demand for money to carry 
it on, created a burdensome tax upon 
her inhabitants and a large town

Out of this 
number but four of the principals 
went to the field of strife for three 
years, and eleven furnished substi- 
tutes. Oct. 17, of the same year, 
twenty-nine volunteers were sent for 
three years’ service. Total number, 
one hundred and forty-six (146). 

Feb. 1, 1864, twenty-five volunteers 
were called into the field for three 
years. March 15, the same year, 
sixty-four volunteers were sent for the 
same length ~* time. May 19, sixteen 
men were drafted, out of which num- 
ber not one of the principals went 
into the army; six paid three hun- 
dred dollars commutation, five were 
exempted for disability, one furnished 
a substitute, three never reported— 
one as an alien, or erroneously en- 
rolled. June 15, seven men were 
drafted for three years, but were not 
called for, as the Selectmen procured 
substitutes to fill their places. July 
6, seventy-three men were sent into 
the field for one hundred days. July 
19, forty-eight volunteers were dis- 
patched to the army for one year. 
Dec. 19, twenty-six men were sent by 
the town to the war for one year. 
Total number of men called for by the 
government for the year 1864, two 
hundred and fifty-nine (259); out of 
which number two hundred and forty- 
four went into service (244). All sol- 
diers here enumerated were volun- 
teers, excepting those where a draft 
is mentioned. 

Thus it would appear, that during 
the three years of the war, the town 
was called upon to furnish nine hun- 
dred and sixty-nine men, and sent by 
draft and volunteers, nine hundred 
and fifty-four. The balance of fifteen 
men not procured we are not able to 
account for.

PEACE FOR 
THRE 


Agreement 
Reached in 
Granite Industry 
Of the City 


Word was received in Quincy this 
morning that an agreement has been 
reached by the National board of 
Conciliation, composed of representa- 
tives of the Granite Manufacturers’ 

ssociation and Granite Cutters’ 
Union, and that peace in the granite 
cutting district was assured for the 
next three years. 

There were several items upon 
which the local committee were un- 
able to agree, but which by agree- 
ment were referred to the National 
board. 

For the past two days these mat- 
ters have been under consideration 
endeavoring to reach an agreement. 
This agreement according to the re- 
port was reached Wednesday after a 
long session. Just what the terms 
of the agreement are is not known, 
but it is understood that it is to run 
for three years. 

One of the points upon which the 
two local committees could not agree 
was in regard to closed shop. That 
is to say an agreement was wanted 
by the cutters which would prohibit 
the employment of any stone cutter 
unless he was a member of the union. 
There was also another clause rela- 
tive to apprentices. 

The industry in Quincy has been 
particularly fortunate this year by 
having men of intelligence on the 
committees representing the two 
organizations, who were determined 
that the differences should be settled 
if possible without suspension of 
work. The committee settled a num- 
ber of the points and agreed that 
those unsettled should be referred to 
the National board. 

In the meantime business was to 
continue as usual. The result has 
been that everything has been har- 
monious. 


Agreement With 
Quarry Engineers 


An important meeting of the Quin- 
cy Engineers’ Union was held Wednes- 
day evening, and action taken which it 
is believed will prevent the strike that 
was threatened to take place next 
Wednesday. 

Some time ago the engineers sub- 
mitted a new agreement, which among 
other things is said to have asked for 
an increase of the minimum wage of 
from $16 per week to $20. It is also 
understood that there were clauses 
about Saturday half holiday, unign 
shop, etc. 

Up to the present time the Granite 
manufacturers and union committees 
have been unable to agree. 

Just what transpired at Wednesday 
night’s meeting is not known for cer- 
tain, but it was reported this morn- 
ing that the union signified its will- 
ingness to sign the present bill for a 
term of two years, and instructed its 
committee to bring about another 
conference with the manufacturers’ 
committee.

The President Declared to Be 
Intoxicated by Applause 


BITTER SPEECH IN CONGRESS | 


Stanley of Kentucky Says Roosevelt | 


Has Profound Contempt For the |

Constitution and Uses Big Stick to 


Crack Heads of Congressmen 


Washington, March 26.—Representa 
tive Stanley of Kentucky addressed the 
house of representatives in reply to the | 
recent political speech of Mr, Dalzell of | 


Pennsylvania He denounced Alex 


ander Hamilton, whom 


had | 

praised. as an “obscure ee 
}

aud said that the imperialism of Ham- 
ilton bad no semblance “to the im- 
perialism of Roosevelt These two 
characters bold only this in common,” 
he said, “and that is their profound 
contempt for the Constitution and an 
everlasting impatience of its” re- 
straints.” 

President Roosevelt, he declared, was 
dominated by great glamor and intoxi- 
cated by applause, while Hamilton 
from early boyhood dreamed of power. 
Stanley said there was nothing of “the | 
big stick” about Hamilton. “This mau 
performed more than he promised, 
meant more than he said; but,” he 
added, “your new imperialism is stren- 
uous in speech and fickle in purpose.” 

Mr. Stanley thought there was much 
of the baton “about the “big stick.” 
“At best,” he asserted, amid general | 
laughter, “it is a shillelah. It is large. 
but it is ligkt.. It is an excellent thing 
with which to crack the heads of re- 
calcitrant congressmen, but | sincerely 
doubt its efficiency in actual war.” 

Mr. Stanley referred to a case recent 
ly before the local courts involving a 
charge of violation of the pure food 
and drugs act, and charged that while 
the jury was out the president had de- 
manded of the district attorney that the 
defendant be sent to jail. “It must in 
shame be admitted,” he said “that the 
big stick is being used to kill rats.” 

He drew a comparison between the 
president and Mr. Bryan. Bryan, be 
said, “had no authority, no office, no 
patronage. He commands,” he went 
ob, “because a majority of the free 
men tn the Democratic party respect 
him as a statesman and trust him as a 
mau, one who takes his fellows by the 
hand, while Roosevelt takes his parti 
sans by the throat.” 

Addressing the Republicans, he 
eharged that twice only, “amid blatant 
fasult awd defiance of the president in 
his strenuous career, have you raised 
your cowering and trembling heads.” 
Once, he said, was when they refused 
to allow simplified spelling. and the 
second time when they put back on the 
coins the motto “In God We Trust.” 
Amid Democratic laughter, Stanley said 
that “that was the last expiring effort 
to restore confidence.” 

Representative Cocks of New York, 
who represents the district in which 
the president lives, spoke in response 
to the recent attack on President Roose 
velt by Representative Willett of New 
York. He declared that if he thought 
what Willett said had had “any effect 
upon that distinguished neighbor of 
mine, or that it in any way detracted 
from anything he has done or from his 
attitude, or from his standing before 
the people,” he would have spoken at 
greater length, ‘“but,”’ he added, “I be 
Mfeve it availed nothing.” 

Mr. Willett, replying, said that all he 
had said of the president he was pre- 
pared to defend, and particularly 
against “any assault that my Quaker 
eolleague may wake.” 

Laying stress on Cocks’ remarks that 
Willett’s words had had no effect, Wil- 
lett, at the top of his voice, agreed with 
his colleague. “The Constitution of the 
United States,” he declared “does not 
influence him. It is all ‘my policy’ and 
nothing but the utterances that flow 
from his lips and never ceasing tongue.” 


Meyer Bimberg Dead 

New York, March 26.—Meyer R. Bim- 
berg, known far and wide as “Bim, the 
button man,” was found dead in his bed 
last night. A week ago Bimberg con- 
tracted a cold which developed into 
tonailitis, but he was believed to be 
rapidly recovering. He was born in 
this city forty-six years ago. In recent 
years Bimberg built six theatres, but it 
was as the manufacturer of campaign 
buttons that he was known outside 
New York. 


Will Be World's Tallest Building 

New York, March 26.—A revision of 
the plans for the uncompleted cloud- 
plercing tower of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company’s building shows 
that the steel supports can bear more 
weight, and the architects have prac- 
tically decided to add twenty-five feet 
to the tower previously planned to 
reach 658 feet above the sidewalk. At 
683 feet the Metropolitan tower will be 
the tallest enclosed building in the 
world.

Person or Persons Unknown” 


VERDICT OF CORONER’S JURY 


Much Mystery Surrounds Death of 
Boston Man Who Died Suddenly 
at Home of Friends In New Jersey 


After Spending Evening In New York 
Hackensack, N. J., March 26.—The 
coroner's jury in the inquest on the 
death of Walter F. Baker, which oc- 
curred at Bogota on Oct. 27, 1907, re- 
turned a verdict finding that Baker died 
from arsenical poisoning, administered 
by some person or persons unknown to 
the jury. 

The jury, which had given severai 
evenings to the hearing of testimony, 
was charged by the coroner to deter 
mine whether death bad been due to 
poisoning from arsenic, when or where 
the poison was administered, and if a 
crime bad been committed. The jury 
deliberated two hours and returned its 
verdict in the following language:

27, 1907, at about 2:30 a. m., and from 
the evidence presented to this jury by 
physicians who performed the autopsy 
on the body of the said Walter F. Baker | q 


at Boston, Mass., on Oct. 28, 1907, we 

find that he died from arsenical poison- | 
ing, and that arsenic was administered 
to Walter F. Baker by some person or 
persons unknown to this jury; and we 
express our disapproval of the action 
of the undertaker in violating the law 
by embalming the body of Walter F. 
Baker before the same had been viewed 
or action taken by the coroner.” 

Baker, who made his home with the 
family of Frank H. Hurd in Bogota, 
came from Boston and was possessed 
of considerable wealth. On the nightof 
Oct. 26 last he went to New York city, 
accompanied by a party of friends 
Baker left the others of the party upon 
reaching New York and was not seen 
by them again until several hours later 
and after be had been taken ill. Re 
joining his friends, he was hurried 
home and died about an hour after Bo- 
gota was reached. 

Baker’s whereabouts and his associ 
ates during the evening preceding his 
death are unknown. Between the time 
that Baker left his friends early in the 
evening and midnight. when he sent 
for them, he drank a poisoned beverage. 
according to the testimony of the med 
ical experts who made the autopsy. 

In view of the fact that it has been 
found impossible thus far to trace the 
young man’s movements during the 
period in question, it is understood that 
Prosecutor Koester considers that it 
would be a waste of time to present the 
cage to the grand jury. Edward F. 
Baker of Boston, a brother of the 
younger man, It is said, will continue 
his investigation In the hope of deter 
mining the identity of his brother's 
companions during the few Lours that 
preceded hig illness.

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GERMANY REJECTS HILL 


Unwilling to Accept Him as Ambassa- 
dor of the United States 
Washington, March 26.—-Germany’s 
reasons for declining to accept David J. 
Hill as ambassador of the United States 
will be fully set forth in a letter that 


is now en route from Berlin. This was 
learned after a conference between 
Ambassador Sternburg and Secretary 
Root. In the absence of the details of 
the objection no comment could be 
elicited as to the probable action of the 
American government in respect to the 
matter, In any event, it Is certain that 
an expressed objection to Hill made by 
Germany will be decisive, so far as his 
appointment is concerned 

The objection to Hill as the successor 
of Charlemagne Tower is one persona! 
to Emperor Wiilliam, it is believed, and 
is connected with the visit of Prince 
ffenry to this country several years ago. 
At that time Hill was assistant secre- 
tary of state, and was brought into 
ciose Official contact with the prince and 
his suite. Just what he did or did not 
do to give offense is not known. 

Notice of the action of the German 
government in Hill’s case came to the 
state departwent quite unofficially at 
first, there being simply an intimation 
of what was to follow. Secretary Root 
was amazed, because his own iuforma- 
tion was not only the German foreign 
office, but Emperor William himself 
had formally signified a willingness to 
receive Hill when his name was sug- 
gested. 


Not Understood by Hill 

Paris, March 26.—David J. Hill, who 
arrived last evening from The Hague, 
expressed the greatest surprise when 
informed that the German government 
bad declined to receive him in the ¢a- 
pacity of American ambassador to suc- 
ceed Charlemagne Tower. He said 
that this was the first intimation he had 
had of the German government's action 
and was at a loss to understand the an- 
nouncement. 


Won't. Hear Newspaper Men 

New York, March 26.—The effort on 
the part of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ association to secure legis- 
lation by congress putting print paper 
and wood pulp on the free list has re- 
ceived a sudden shock because of the 
absolute refusal on the part of the ways 
and means committee to even give them 
a hearing. This fact is made known 
in a letter to President Ridder of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ asso- 
ciation from Chairman Payne of the 
committee on ways and means. 


Ships Exposed Below Armor Belt 

Washington, March 26.—*'There were 
many times during the voyage when 
the portion of the ships below the armor 
belt was exposed,” is the essence of « 
report which has reached the navy de- 
artment from one of the naval con- 
structors who accompanied the battle- 
ship fleet on the long run from Hamp- 
ton Roads to Magdalena bay. The 
quoted statement in the report is inter- 
esting in view of the vexed question of 
the proper location of the armor belt on 
naval vessels. 


De Sagan Admits His Identity 

New York, March 26.—Prince Helie 
De Sagan is in New York, and under his 
own name this time. Standing on the 
deck of a Pennsylvania ferryboat, the 
prince sald to a smal! regiment of re- 
porters and photographers who already 
knew it: “Yes, I am Prince De Sagan. 
I am forced to admit it. You fellows 
have found me out and it’s no use longer 
to attempt to conceal! my identity.” He 
refused to say anything about his re- 
ported intention to marry Anna Gould. 


Bannerman at Death’s Door 

London, March 26.—The condition of 
Premier Campbell-Bannerman Is stead- 
ily becoming more serious. His weak- 
hess was accentuated yesterday to 
such an extent that at times he failed 
to recognize the persons gathered 
around his bedside. Even those who 
heretofore were optimistic now admit 
that it is extremely doubtful if the pre- 
mier has sufficient rallying power to 
overcome the serious effects of his pro- 
longed heart trouble. 


Postmasters Shirk Their Duties 

Washington, March 26.—The state- 
ment that many postmasters in the 
larger cities do not earn their salaries 
was made before the house committee 
on expenditures in the postoffice depart- 
ment by First Assistant ,Postmaster 
General Granfield, who said he knew of

work done by the postmaster in connec- 
tion with the office is the perlodica! 
signing of reports to the ie department. ae 


To Turn Camp Into Scout Post 

Washington, March 26.—It has been 
decided to delay for one year the sail- 
ing of the Seventh regiment of in- 
fantry to the Philippines, to relleve the 


First regiment at Camp Connell, Samar. 


The troops were to have sailed April 
5. As no money Is available to repair 
Camp Connell, which ts in bad condi- 
tion, the camp will be made a scout post. 


May Be Afflicted With Plague 

New York, March 26.—Dr. Doty, 
health officer of the port, has submit- 
ted the two members of the crew of 
the steam yacht Yakiva, who were de- 
tained at quarantine on their arrival 
from a long cruise, to examinations 
that are expected to determine within 
a day or so whether they are suffering 
from bubonic plague. 


Congo Annexation In Sight 

Brussels, March 26.—Some basis for 
the bellef that the Congo independent 
gtate will this time be actually annexed 
to Belgium was found in the accept- 
ance by the chamber of deputies’ com- 
mission of the annexation scheme, in- 
cluding the colonia! charter, which pro- 
vides for a government of the natives 
under Belgian rule.

of the Hughes League of the United | 
States. General Stewart L. Woodford, 
president of the league, was the prin- 
cipal speaker. 

A resolution was adopted commend- 
ing the administration of President 
Roosevelt and declaring that New York | 
State “has in Charles Evans Hughes a | 
standard-bearer cast in the mold of Lin- 
coln, who commands the respect of the | 
Voters of the whole country.” The reso 
lution advocates the sending of a dele 
gation by New York state pledged to 
vote for the nomination of Hughes for 
president. 

General Woodford said in his speech: 
“We are not fighting President Roose- 
velt. No man appreciates what he has } 
done more heartily than I. He may 
have defects in temper and certainly 
is not given to wearing silk gloves. 
But when final history makes up the 
record of today he will stand among the 
great men of this generation. 

“I am not fighting Secretary Taft. 
His father was my friend. I have 
known bim from his early manhood. I 
recognize his large experience; I admire 
his great ability. But we must nomi- 
nate with our heads and not with our 
hearts. 

“I fear that Secretary Taft cannot 
earry New York next November. I do 
not believe that we can elect a Republi- 
ean president without the vote of New 
York. I do believe that Governor 
Hughes can carry New York, and that 
if we nominate him at Chicago the plain 
people will take him up as a second 
Abraham Lincoln and bear him in tri- 
umph to the presidency. 

“IT acknowledge frankly that we are 
without large funds to conduct this can- 
didacy. The great financial and busi- 
ness interests at New York city have 
practically abandoned Hughes and 
taken up Taft. Fortunately money is 
us short-sighted as it is apt to be selfish. 
The dollar hardly ever reckons with 
conscience as it does with gain. But 
wealth will hardly nominate this time, 
however lavish its expenditure may be. 

“And now we go into this fight. The 
plain people are behind us. They wel- 
come a freturn to the days when the 
presidency sought the man and no man 
dared with politicians’ art to seek the 
presidency. I hail Governor Hughes as 
the appointed leader of the Republican 
party, just as Abraham Lincoln was in 
the days of 1860.” 


Providence, March 27.—The Republi- 
ean state convention whieh was held 
here to select delegates to the national 
convention at Chicago refrained from 
instructing the men chosen and from 
expressing preference for any candi- 
date for the presidential nomination. 
No resolutions on the subject were in- 
troduced. 

James V. Starkweather and Henry A. 
Palmer advised the convention to in- 
struct the delegates sent to Chicago to 
vote for some man for national commit- 
teeman other than the present ineum- 
bent, Charles R. Brayton. Palmer was 
severe in his denunciation of Brayton. 
The convention, however, took no action 
on the question, and when an attempt 
was made to read two resolutions dis- 
approving of Brayton’s re-election they 
were ruled out of order and the conven- 
tion adjourned. 

The delegates-at-large to the nation- 
al convention are: A. J. Currier, A. C. 
Crumb, Ezra Dixon and John Fletcher. 
The convention adopted a platform en- 
dorsing the national administration and 
its policies. 


Kern For Vice President 

Indianapolis, March 27.—The Indi- 
ana Democratic state convention closed 
last night after naming a state ticket, 
adopting a platform and instructing the 
thirty delegates to the national conven- 
tion to vote for Bryan for president. 
Jobn W. Kern of Indianapolis was en- 
dorsed for the vice presidential nomi- 
nation. Thomas R. Marshall was nomi- 
nated for governor. 


For Cannon and Tariff Revision 

Springfield, Ills., March 27.—Repub- 
licans of Illinois, in state convention, 
enthusiastically endorsed Joseph G. 
Cannon as candidate for the presidency, 
declared in favor of the revision of the 
tariff and elected the following four 
delegates-at-large to the national con- 
vention: United States Senators Cul- 
Jom and Hopkins, Governor Deneen and 
Mayor Busse of Chicago. The conven- 
tion also endorsed the administration 
of Deneen and that of all other state 
officers. 

For the last few days it had been con- 
fidently asserted by various delegates 
that the resolutions would favor tariff | 
“adjustment” instead dB “revision,” it 
being the idea that “revision” is gen- 
erally accepted as meaning reduction, 
whereas “adjustment” might mean rals- 
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some others. But when Congressman 
Boutell arrived from Washington, 
where he consulted Canneu and other 
Republican leaders, the plank was 
made to read “revision.”

Diplomat Shot and Killed by Korean 
Was Long In the Service 

San Francisco, March 27.—Durham 
W. Stevens, the diplomatist shot by 
Whan Chang, a young Korean, died at 
the St. Francis hospital following an 
operation. Death 
nitis. ; 

Mr. Stevens, who was widely known 
as a diplomatist, had won distinction 
both at Washington and at Seoul. He 
had made his home with three sisters in 
Washington for many years. 

He was in the American diplomatic 
service for ten years—until 1SSa—serv- 
ing as secretary of legation at Tokio. 
It was through his services there that 
the attention of Japanese officials was 
called to him. Then he served as con- 
tidential advisor and counsel for the 
Japanese legaution in Washington and 
enjoyed the confidence of Count Okuma. 

When the troubles arose in the lar 
East Stevens was called-to Tokio and 
hurried to Seoul to fill the post of coniti- 
dential counsellor of the Japanese re- 
gime of the Hermit Kingdom. His part 
in the direction of the course of Japan 
attracted attention and his services 
were warmly appreciated by the Jap- 
anese government 

It was through the effectiveness of 
the work done by the Japanese authori- 
ties at Seoul that the Koreans made 
Stevens an active mark for their resent- 
ment.

Horne Acquitted of Murder 

Kansas City, March 27.—Richard C. 
Horne was acquitted of the charge of 
murdering H. J. Groves, managing edi- 
tor of the Kansas City Post, by a jury 
in the criminal court. The’ verdict 
stated that Horne was insane when he 
shot Groves and has not fully recoy- 
ered, and recommended that he be com- 
mitted to an asylum. It was the con- 
tention of the defense that Horne was 
made insane because, having put every- 
thing he possessed into The Post, he lost 
not only his situation, but his money. 
He is one of the oldest editors in Mis- 
souri and was prominent in Demo- 
cratic politics for many years. 

Bomb In Tenement House 

New York, March 27.—For the fourth 
time this week a bomb explosion in 
Mulberry street last night startled the 
inhabitants of “Little Italy.” The ma- 
chine was set off in the hallway of a 
five-story tenement and near the liv- 
ing rooms of Dominick Bonomolo, an 
Italian banker, whose place of business 
is on the ground floor of the building. 
No one was injured, but the house was 
badly damaged. The miscreants es- 
caped. Bonomolo says that he has 
been receiving threatening letters for 
the past five years, but latterly has 
ceased to pay attention to them. 

Hotel Damaged $70,000 by Fire 

Springfield, Ils., March 27.—The Le- 
land hotel, which has been the center 
of political gatherings for the last thirty 
years, was much damaged by fire, en- 
tailing a loss to the proprietors of about 
$75,000. No lives were lost nor was any 
person injured. The fire originated 
from an unknown cause. Below the 
third floor there was no damage except 
by smoke and water.

The identity 
of Wesson was fully made by a local 
newspaper sporting writer who was 
Wesson's trainer when he went to school 
in Worcester academy, who trained him 
when at Dartmouth, where he attended 
two years, and who has followed him 
closely at Harvard and since. 

Mr. Wesson brought up many remi- 
niscenses of his athletic work last night 
and in particular showed the broken 
ankle, by which means it is claimed the 
Philadelphia body is identified as that 
of Wesson’s. Wesson was particular 
to state that the papers were spelling 
his name “Stewart,” when it should 
be spelled “Stuart,” and established 
his identity beyond any question. He 
stated that his father, J. E. Wesson of 
Worcester, was now in the south. 


What Philadelphians Say 

Philadelphia, March 27.—Despite the 
reports from Worcester, Mass., that 
the body of the young man who commit- 
ted suicide here on March 19 by shoot- 
ing is not that of Stewart Wesson, the 
adopted son of J. E. Wesson of that 
place, the body was again identified 
yesterday as that of Wesson. When 
informed by the coroner that the body 
would go to the anatomical board if it 
was not properly identified and claimed, 
Mrs. Ella Robbins, a cousin, again posi- 
tively identified the body as that of 
Wesson. E. C. Kemble, an insurance 
broker, who was a classmate of Wes- 
son when at Harvard, also identified the 
body, as did several others who knew 
him. 

If the body is not that of the former 
Worcester man, the case is most re- 
markable. According to those who 
know Wesson he had his ankle broken 
while at college and the mark of such 
a trace is plainly discernible on the 
body of the suicide. Further than this, 
one of Wesson’s toes was broken while 
playing hockey and was left in peculiar 
shape. The body of the suicide has this 
peculiarly marked toe. Even the fill- 
ings and bridgework on the teeth are 
the same and the coroner is much mysti- 
fied. 


By Way of Worcester 

Worcester, Mass., March 27.—J. E, 
Wesson, the foster-father of Stuart 
Wesson, whose supposed body has 
been identified at Philadelphia, is in 
the south. His brother and partner, W. 
G. Wesson, says that he saw Stuart in 
Boston last Saturday and that, there- 
fore, he could not have been the man 
who committed suicide in Philadelphia 
on March 19.

as will doubtless be done eventually. 
The only business interest involved 
in this part of the street, so far as 
shown at the hearings, was that of 
Mr. Bates. Now, Mr. Bates is one of 
our best and most enterprising citi- 
zens, and, as one good citizen out of 
many, he is entitled to all the rights 
and privileges of every other good 
citizen, and no more. When he took 
his fortune in his hands and set up 
his business as a pioneer on an unim- 
proved little lane, he thereby assumed 
the risks of a pioneer; if things came 
his way, well and good, and if other- 
wise he would have to make the best 
of it. At all events he could hardly! 
look to the ctiy or the railroad ‘to 
back him up in demanding expensive 
and far-reaching changes of grade in 
order to save his own particular ven- 
ture. As a matter of fact I doubt if 
the closing of Savil street would harm 
him so much as he fears; for, with 
Irving place extended to Granite 
street, he would have an almost 
straight road to the freight yard for 
his heavy teaming. Moreover, his 
store is near a rapidly growing neigh- 
borhood of well-to-do people, and if 
the other plumbers cannot get on to 
his side of the track he will have| 
Presidents hill and Adams street at 
his mercy! 

Now, what are some of the schemes 
proposed to Savil street 
crossing? One is to depress a long 
stretch of track to the depth of thir- 
teen feet, and thus an over- 
head bridge at grade. This would in- 
volve lowering the station, and build- 
ing long flights of stairs for every- 
body to climb up and down every day, 
or changing the grade of Depot and 
Savil streets into a long slope down!

So simple and satisfactory a 
solution of a grade crossing problem 
would not be found once in a thou- 
sand times. At comparatively small 
expense a good broad street could be 
built here, with easy round corners 
and an almost imperceptible grade, 
suitable both for teams and_ street 
cars, and School street between Marsh 
and Franklin could be widened at 
moderate cost. Of course there would 
be a subway for pedestrians at the 
Water street crossing ,and that part of 
Water street east of the track, with 
its rows of little stores, would figure 
mostly as an approach to the station, 
which in the near future will doubt- 
less be located on that side of the 
track. The “depot trade” of the 
Stores would be unaffected by the 
change ,as also, doubtless, most of 
the pedestrian trade. 

A very large proportion of the team- 
ing on Water street comes and goes 
from the direction of City Square, and 
so might as well use School street as 
Franklin. This plan leaves all the 
grades just as at present, without put- 
ting anybody to extraordinary ex- 
pense. 

Though the city pays only ten per 
cent. of the cost of these improve- 
ments, yet in the case of some of the 
plans proposed the ten per cent. would 
be no insignificant sum, in view of 
the present state of the city’s fi- 
nances.

BULLET IN NEGRO’S HEAD 


Put There by Alabama Congressman 
After a Desperate Affray 

Washington, March 28.—In an affray 
on a Pennsylvania avenue car last 
night, two men were shot by Congress- 
man Thomas J. Heflin of 
Thomas Lumby, a negro, was shot in 
the head and is in a critical condition, 
and Thomas McCreary, white, re- 
teived a wound in the leg.

Heflin, 
who is a large, powerful man, suc- 
ceeded in throwing Lumby off the car 
as it came to astop.

The tourniquet shake derives its 
name from the instrument made use 
of by surgeons to stop the circulation 
of the blood in the limb about to be 
amputated. It is performed by clasp- 
ing the band of your friend as far as 
you can in your own and then con- 
tracting the muscles of your thumb, 
fingeas and palm till you have induced 
any degree of compression you may 
purpose in the hand of your friend. 
Purticular care ought to be taken not 
to make use of the tourniquet shake 
to a degree that it will shake the small 
bones of the wrist out of their places. 
It is seldom safe to apply it to gouty 
persons. 

The cordial grapple is a hearty, bois- 
terous shake of your friend's hand, ac- 
companied with moderate pressure and 
loud acclamations of welcome. 

The Peter grievous touch is a pen- 
sive, tranquil junction, followed by a 
mild subsultory motion, a cast down 
look and an inarticulate inquiry after 
your friend’s health.

Naturally the man who cut a 
soldiers’ monument erected in his own 
town would have a pride in his work, 
especially when he himself is a 
veteran of the war, and one of his 
brothers was among the slain.

JONSON'S POSTION What Do YOU 00 for Quincy? 


Willing to Become the Standard 
Bearer of Democracy 


IS NOT SEEKING NOMINATION 


Would Be Happy, However, to Be 
Recipient of the Honor--Not to Be 
Candidate For the Purpose of De- 
feating Bryan or Any Other Man 


St. Paui, March 28.—Governor John 
‘A. Johnson of Minnesota has made a 
Specific declaration that, while he has 
done nothing and will do nothing to- 


wards gaining the Democratic nomina- 
tion for president, he will not refuse 
the honor if it is tendered him. 

The governor made this statement jn 
a letter to 8. J. Turnblad, publisher ot 
the Minneapolis Swedish-American 
Post, who had asked for a declaration 
on the subject. The governor's letter 
follows: 

“I do not believe any American citi- 
ten should be an active, open candidate 
for the nomination for president. Any 
American would appreciate the high 
honor which could come to him in be- 
ing selected for the standard bearer of 
his party. While I recognize that the 
press has had much to say about me in 
connection with this high office, I have 
hitherto avoided any public or private 
expression regarding my position, 

“Matters have progressed far, 
however, that it seems to me that I 
should at feagt say in answer to your 
interrogation that if the Democratic 
party of the nation believes me to le 
more availaubie than any other man. 
and felt tha. by my nomination I cou. 
contribute any service to the party and 
to the nation, I should be happy to 


so 


the recipient of the honor which 
would thus confer. 
“Tam ue unmindful, either, of the 


high honor which has been paid me !)y 
the people of Minnesota, and if the Dem- 
ocratic party of the state desires to 
present my same to the next national 
convention I am sure I would have no 
objection. But even if Minnesota was 
the only state to declare for me at that 
time I should feel that the distinction 
was one of the greatest that could come 
to me. 

“I have done nothing and will do 
nothing in the way of organization to 
bring about this end, and shall! not bea 
candidate in the sense of seeking the 
nomination. If, however, those who 
have the welfare of the country and the 
Democratic party at heart should fee! 
that I am necessary in this year of 
grace, If certainly shall respond to any 
call which may be made upon me. 

“In this connection I desire it under- 
stood that in no sense am I to be a can- 
didate for the purpose of gefeating Mr. 
Bryan or auy other man; that the only 
consideration which would induce me 
to allow the use of my name would be 
the feeling that I might be necessary to 
the sause. If the Democratic party 
should see fit to nominate Mr. Bryan or 
anyoue else the action would meet with 
my approval and the nominee certainly 
would have my unqualified support, as 
I should expect his support if condi 
tions were reversed. 

“f have written you fully that you 
may thoroughly understand the situa- 
tion. in order that there may be no 
doubt, I in answer to your ques- 
tion, that if the nomination came to me 
I certainly would not refuse it.”
